Very  Gratifying  Statement  is 
Issued  by  Sir  Richard 
IVlc Bride  After  Conference 
With  Head  of  C.  N.  R. 


An  announcement,  wliich  will  be  re- 
ceived with  great  satisfaction  hi  the 
peoplu  of  British  Columbia  was 
conveyed  to  The  Colonist  last 
evening         relative         to  the  rail- 

way constrtteilon  .programme  in  this 
Province,  with  particular  reference  to 
the  affairs  of  the  Canadian  Nortltern 
Pacific  Railway   Company. 

"We  have  Just  concluded  a  throe 
day's  conference  with  Sir  Donald  Mann, 
vice-president  of  tho  Canadian  North- 
ern." said  Sir  Richard,  "and  I  am  very 
Jijuppy  to  be  able  to  say  that  mucfi  of 
the  difficulty  which  appeared  to  con- 
front and  complicate  the  situation,  as  a 
result  of  the  war,  seems  ^o '  have 
vanished. 

"The  main  object  of  the  conference 
was  to  endeavor  to  devise  ways  and 
means  to  accelerate  construction,  and 
from  statements  made  to  me  by  Sir 
Jionald  this  afternoon  we  are  hopeful 
that  ariangcments  will  tie  completed 
during  the  course  of  the  next  few 
days  which  will  permit  of  the  finishing 
of  the  main  line  within  the  next  few 
months,  with  connection  being  esta- 
blished with  the  principal  Coast  cities 
Immediately   thereafter, 

TraoUaylng   "Vtrast   of   TaUowhaad 

"Tracklaying  was  commenced  ia.st 
week  on  the  Canadian  Northern- Pacific 
Railway  on  the  Mainland  from  Yellow- 
head  Pass  west,  so  you  will  see  that 
the  line  is  already  -well  advanced  to- 
ward.?  completion.  On  this  section  100 
miles  of  rails  are  on  hand,  ready  to  be 
laid,  and  the  tracklayers  are  working 
at  the  rate  of  thlrty-fiA'o  miles  per 
month.

plored. 

The  Rotterdam  Courant  says:  "Two 
reports  have  been  made  concerning  the 
destruction  of  Louvaln.  According  to 
the  British  embassy  the  Germans  fired 
upon  one  another  by  mistake  and  then 
declared  that  tho  people  of  Louvaln  had 
done  the  shooting.  According  to  the 
other  report,  that  of  the  Germans,  the 
inhabitants  of  the  city  made  an  organ- 
ized  attack. 

"What  actually  occurred  we  ahall,  per- 
hapa  never  know.  But  what  matter"? 
The  fact  of  tha  deatrttctlon  remains. 
Whatevsr  its  canse,  it  Is  ao  terrible  that 
the  whole  world  must  have  received  the 
news  with  sorrow. 

"According  to  the  Germans,  the  de- 
struction of  the  city  was  in  the  way 
of  punishment  of  the  popul&ce,  ;?ut 
the  punishmant  muat  be  felt  by  all 
Balglana  and  by  all  Weatem  clvtllu- 
tlon.  We  do  not  look  at  the  matter 
w^tb  the  eye*  of  a  aoldler  and  say 
•arhetber  It  la  right  or  wrong;  nor  do 
we  paaa  upon  the  merlta  of  auctt  taotica. 
But  Belgium  haa  a  number  of  other 
cities  housing  similar  art  treaaures.  One 
asks,  therefore,  la  there  no  meana  which 
will  place  mercy  above  right!"

BOLD  RUSSIAN  PRINCE 


Belgian  Reports  State  That 
Many  Trainloads  Passed 
Towards  Bertin  —  Reduced 
Forces  in  Northern  Belgium. 


LONDON,  Aug.  2r<. — One  hundred  and 
sixty  railway  trains  loaded  with  (Jcr- 
man  troops  have  passed  through  Bel- 
gium from  the  southwest  toward  the 
northeast,  according  to  an  Antwerp  dis- 
patch to  the  Router  Telegram  Company. 
This,  it  is  adtied,  indicates  that  the  Ger- 
mans arc  sending  troops  back  on  ac- 
count of  tho  advance  of  the  Russians. 
The  German  force  at  Brussels  haa  been 
reduced  to  a   minimum. 

These  160  trains,  which  passed 
through  last  night,  the  dispatch  con- 
tinues, are  transporting  one  army  corps 
with  full  equipment,  and  "it  wotild  ap- 
pear that  tho  rapid  advance  of  tlie  Rtis- 
sians  is  eoinpelliiig  the  Germans  to 
withdraw  troops  from  the  line  of  the 
Meuse."

Hundreds  of  Dead  and  Wound- 
ed Men  on  Vessels  That 
Were  Wrecked  by  British 
Gun  Fire. 


WOUNDED  REMOVED 

TO  ENGLISH  PORTS 


Prominent  Part  in  Fight  Taken 
by  the  Cruiser  Fearless — 
Fought  Against  Four  Ger- 
nians  for  a  Time. 


LONDON,  Aug.  28. — British  cruisers 
and  destroyers,  some  of  them  showing 
signs  of  the  battle  in  which  they  were 
engaged  off  Heligoland,  have  arrived  at- 
Harwich,  Chatham  and  Sheerness.  They 
had  British  and  German  wounded  on 
board.  The  Germans  were  picked  up  at 
oea  after  their  ships  went  dowti. 

A  number  of  men  died  before  the  war- 
ships reached  port  and  were  burled  at 
sea;  others  died  on  the  way  to  hospital, 
and  their  bodies  were  taken  to  the  naval 
mortuary, 

— Moat  ot  the  waundad  are  auff^^'tng- 
from  head  injuries  caused  by  shell  fire, 
but  others  had  arms  and  legs  shattered. 
White-clad  bearere  cariTed  most  of  the 
wounded  on  stretchers  to  the  hospital, 
but  som*»  of  them  were  accommodated 
on  yachts  which  had  bean  lent  for  Red 
C'ro«s  service.  .'.'';', i 

No  one  was  allowisd  to  board  the  dam« 
aged  vessels,  but  from  shore  It  could 
bo  .seen  that  some  of  them  bore  stnall 
holes.  One  destroyer  liad  no  less  than 
fourteen  such  holes,  which  had  bean 
plugged   up   with   cloth. 

Ounfire  Terribly  BffaotlTe 

British  «aITars  who  boarded  the  Ger- 
man cruiser  Mainx  after  she  was  put 
out  of  action  say  that  the  effect  of  tha 
Hritieh  gun-fire  was  terrible.  The 
[  masts  were  shot  away  and  turrets  were 
battered  in.  The  decks  were  a  mass  of 
wreckage,  and  dead  and  dying  sailOl^a 
were   lying  all   over  the  .ship. 

A  Harwich  message,  which  has  heen 
heavily  ceaaored,  described  the  landing 
of  the  wounded  In  Heligoland,  after  tho 
fight,  «ayB  there  were  plenty  of  eye- 
witnesses when  the  batch  were  landed 
shortly  before  6  o'clock  In  tho  morning. 
Among  the  dead  was  a  lieutenant- 
commander. 

The  German  wounded  from  the  Malnx 
were  roughly  attired;  none  had  a  full 
imlform.  Many  had  suffered  frightful 
wounds.  The  Mainz  quarter-master  was 
badly  wounded. 

Ninety  German  prisoners  from  the 
Mainz  have  been  landed  at  Lelth.  Eight 
of  them  were  officers,  and  oao  is  said 
to  be  the  son  of  Admiral  von  TlrpltK, 
the  German  Minister  of  the  Navy. 
Sixteen  of  the  prisoners  are  suffering 
from  wounds. 

Took  Prominent   Bart 

Tha  British  light  cruiser  Fearless 
took  a  promluent  part  in  the  fighting. 
She  approached  within  ten  mllos  of  the 
German  coast  and  drew  out  the  German 
cruisers,  which  attempted  to  surround 
her.  At  one  moment  she  waa  engaged 
eingle-handed  against  four  of  them. 
One  had  come  within  7,000  yards  when 
she  Was  struck  and  burst  into  flames. 

After  they  had  found  the  range  the 
German' marksmanship  was  good.  The 
Fearless  had  her  wireless  carried  away, 
and  was  hit  nineteen  times.  After- 
wards the  Fearless  stood  by  the  dis- 
abled GermiTO.  although  she  herself  was 
in  gr*at  danger  of  being  sunk.  The 
arrival  of  the  other  British  cruisers 
quickly    decided    the   engagement. 

The  British  casualties,  so  far  as  Is 
known,  are  one  killed  and  twenty 
wounded. 

The  Evening  News  quotes  a  non- 
commissioned ofBce'r,  who  was  in  the 
thick  of  the  navSl  battle  ofT  Heligoland 
and  whose  destroyer  picked  up  many 
German  wounded,  as  follows; 

"We  came  upon  the  German  ahjps 
unawares.  The  aotion  waa  very  hot 
while  It  lasted,  and  we  must  have  done 
a  lot  of  damage.  Many  of  the  Ger- 
mans were  badly  woimded,  twelve  of 
tliem  died  on  the  way  and  were  burled 
at  sea."

Conflict  at  Cambrai 

The  corrfespondent  of  The  Telegraph 
at  Arras,  Capital  of  the  Department  of 
Tas  do  Calais,  sends  an  account  of  the 
fighting  In  the  vicinity  of  Cambrai, 
under    Thursday's    date.      He    sayn: 

"Cambral  was  occupied  yesterday  by 
the.  Germans  despite  the  efforts  of  the 
KngUst).  The  dcfe.nc^  of  the  frontier 
from  Z4lle  to  V«lenoleiines  was.  until 
twelve  hours  ago.  entrusted  to  the  Brit- 
ish, who  did  all  in  their  power  to  halt 
the  advance  of  the  en«my,  but  condLti0n> 
were  unfavorable.  ■"■' 

•  "The  f«rce  opposed  was  one  of  the 
moat  highly  trained  and  best  equipped  In 
the  world,  consisting  of  a  cavalry 
division,  supported  by  a  battalion  of  ln> 
fantry  with  artillery  and  machine  guns. 
So  rapid  and  audacious  are  its  move- 
ments/that  in  four  days  cavalry  lias 
appeared  at  almost  every  point  along  tho 
road  from  Lille  to  Cambrai. 

"The  British  were  without  artillery  or 
machine  guns,  but  they  had  orders  to 
hold  Cambrai  at  all  costs.  Heaven 
knows  they  tried.  They  fought,  for  three 
hours  desperately,  and  were  then  oopi- 
pelled  to  fall  back  on  Arras. 

"I  met  them  retreating  sloWly  before 
a  body  of  cavalry  with  machine  guns, 
which  .decimated  thtjir  ranks.  The  re- 
tirement was  condutvi«i  skilfully  and 
cooly  and  with  tho  assistanv'e  of  peiglan 
troops,  who  caMe  tip  In  thy  ni^  of  time.. 

"There  Is  now  a  sufficient  for<»e  to 
oppose  any  further  attack  on  Arras  and 
Bethune.  twenty  miles  to  the  northwest, 
but  it  la  not  unlikely  that  for  strategic 
purposes,  some  further  portions  of  tills 
northwest  territory  must  be  abandoned.

The  panic  and  stampede  of  the  civilians 
Is  the  cause  of  much  confusion  and 
hampers  the  rnllUary  operations."'

Island,  the  desirability  of  furnishing 
facilities  for  getting  the  peopl^  on 
those  portions  of  tho  Island  which  are 
already  fit  for  settlement.  The  line 
which  runs  to  the  West  Coast  of  the 
Island  will  assuredly  prove  a  great  de- 
velopment road,  and  it  is  the  aim  of 
both  the  railway  company  and  the  Gov- 
ernment to  assist  in  Its  accompllshmont 
in    every    possible    way. 

"With  respect  to  the  Kclowna  line. 
Sir  Donald  expressed  a  great  deal  of 
concern,  because  of  the  necessity,  in  hl.s 
view,  of  giving  the  Okanugan  and  ad- 
joining territory  the  benefit  oC  the 
Canadian  ;>Iorthern  service  at  the  ear- 
liest possible  moment.

WASmNdTON,  Aug.  29.— The  WHttW- 
ing  official  report  of  the  naval  battle 
off  Cuxhaven,  In  which  the  British 
fleet  was  victorious,  was  received  today 
at  the  British  embassy.  It  yr&ff  dated 
last   night  in   London: 

"Early  this  morning  a  conceiried  op- 
eration of  some  consequence  was  at- 
tempted against  the  German  fle«t  oft 
Heligoland  Bight  A  strong  force  of 
U'.Btroyera,  followed  by  light  cruisers 
ami  battle  crui.-iera  and  working  in 
oonjuuciion  with  submarines  inter- 
.oepted  an  p.ttack  by  German  destroyers 
and  cruisers  guarding  the  approaches 
to  the  German  coiiKt.  According  to 
Information  which  has  reached  the  Ad- 
miralty so  far,  the  operation  had  betn 
Cortunute   and    fruitful. 

"The  British  do.strov'er.'*  have  been 
heavily  engaged  with  the  enemy's  de- 
i^trii.vers'and  all  the  British  destroyers 
are  reported  afterward  and  are  reCarn- 
ing  In  good  order.  Two  German  de- 
stroyers were  sunk  and  many  damaged. 

'The  enemy's  cruisers  engaged  the 
HriilBh  cruisers.  Battle  cruisers  of  the 
/Ir.si  light  crulwer  .squadron  sank  the 
iVlalna,    receiving    only    Kllglit    damage.

are  moblUalng  at  Warsaw,  and  that 
ttaelr  cavalry  has  advanced  beyond  Lrf>d£. 
This  enables  us  to  form  a  general  Idea 
of  the  plan  of  the  Russian  invasion. 
The  Czar's  forces  are  advancing  along 
three  lines.  One  Is  through  Kast  Prus- 
sia, which  is  the  northern  or  right  wing 
Another  Is  through  Gallcla  and  Is  the 
southern  or  left  wing.  The  centre  Is 
through  Poland,  and  In  the  direction  of 
Poscn.  These  lines  converge  at  Berlin, 
but  there  la  a  good  deal  of  country 
to  be  traversed  before  that  city  is 
reached.  Ati  enormous  army  will  be 
needed  to  ho14  back  these  advance 
movements.  At  .\llenstein  the  Russians 
arc  less  than  300  miles  from  Berlin,  and 
they  are  about  the  same  distance  away 
at  Tommsow.  At  Lodz  they  are  about 
I'OO  mlle.s  from  the  German  capital. 
These  are  given  as  round  numbers  only, 
and  they  are  perhaps  over  rather  than 
under  the  mark.  Konlgsberg  Is  338 
miles  from  Berlin,  and  Allensteln  ia  pi 
mlle.s  southwest  of  Konlgsberg^  •ftjirti  l^ 
CO  miles  northeast  of  Konlgsberg.  CJum- 
binen  is  66  miles  east  of  Konlgsberg,  and 
is  about  20  mtlea^from  the  Russian 
frontier.  Measured  in  a  direct  lino  the 
Russian  advance  has  penetrated  fully 
120   miles  into  East  Prussia. 

So  close  a  censorship  has  been  exer- 
cised over  the  doings  of  the  fleet  that 
the  news  of  the  raid  In  which  three 
Gorman  cruisers  and  two  destroyers 
were  sunk  came  as  a  surprise.  •  The 
little  that  has  been  told  shows  that 
Admiral  Beatty's  squadron  accomplished 
a  very  brilliant  coup.  Just  how 
brilliant  it  was  will  not  be  understood 
until  fttrther  details  are  available.  We 
gave,  a  few  days  ago,  a  general  sketch 
of  the  locality  where  thla  action  took 
place.

The  White  Paper,  giving  an  account 
or  the  negotiations  between  Great  Brit- 
ain and  her  present  enemies  before  the 
war,  la  of  very  great  Interest,  and  a 
summary  of  Its  contents  may  help 
readers  to  understand  exactly  why  we 
are  at  war. 

The  first  document  In  It  Is  a  dis- 
patch from  Sir  Edward  Grey  to  Sir 
Kdwar]  Goschcn.  British  Ambassador 
at  Berlin.  In  this  Sir  Kdward  Grey 
stated  that  he  had  informed  the  Aus- 
tr'lan  Ambassador  In  IiOtia»n  of  Great 
Uritain's  desire  to  locallEe  the  war  be- 
tween Anstrla-Hungary  and  Servia,  and 
he  had  pointed  tittt  that  ff-as  many  as 
i^our  of  the  Great  Pov^ePg  of  Europe 
Were  engaged  in  war,  it  would  Involve 
the  expenditure  of  such,  a  vast  sum  of 
money  and  such  interference  with  trade, 
that  a  complete  collapse  of  Kuropean 
credit-  anxl  induatry  woCTd  follow. 

On  July  25,  the  Russian  Foreign 
XtUnister  assured  the  British  Ambassa- 
dor at  St.  Petersburg  that  Russia  had 
no  aggressive  Intentions  and  would  take 
no  action  unless  forced  to  do  ao.  He 
said  that  If  Great  Britain  and  Krance 
stood  by  Russia  war  would  be  averted. 
Unless  Great  Britain  did  stand  by  the 
two  Powers  there  wouhl  assuredly  be 
a  great  war.  In  which  she  would,  of  ne- 
ce?slt.v,  be  involved.  On  the  same  day 
the  German  Foreign  Secretary  assured 
the  British  Charge  d'Affalrea  at  Berlin 
that  he  did  not  think  .Austria's  action 
against  Servia  would  arouse  piihiic 
opinion  In  Russia.  He  also  stated — -, 
falsely,  aa^  It  afterwards  appeared — 
that  he  did  not  know  of  Austria's  de- 
mands on  Servia.  This  demand  had 
been  telegraphed  from'  Vienna  to  the 
German  Kmperor,  who  approved  of  it 
before  It  was  delivered   to  Servia. 

On  July  26,  Sir  Kdward  Grey  had  a 
ionvieraation  with  the  Austrian  Am- 
bu.ssador  in  London,  who  told  him  that 
Russia  would  remain  quiet  while  Aus- 
tria chuHtised  Servia.  On  .fuly  27  the 
Lirltl.sh  Ambassador  ..t  x'lctina  tele- 
graphed that  the  Au.sti1an  demands  on 
Servia  were  InlenJci  to  precipitate  a 
war.  Sir  Kdwar.l  Oy.y  thereupon  in- 
formed the  wVustrlan  Ambassador  '  that 
CTreat  Britain  would  not  Interfere  be- 
iwc.ii  Austria  and  Servia,  but  would 
rtmaln  disinterested  If  Russia  were  imh 
involved.  Sir  lOdward  Gri»y  in»*tructed 
all  the  Mriii.sli  .\mbassadors  to  labor 
lor  peace,  and  on  July  29,  he  told  the 
l-'rench  Ambassador  in  London  that  if 
war  broke  out  btilween  Ai'istrla  and 
IvusbIh,  Great  Britain  would  remain 
neutral,  but  that  If  Franco  and  Gcr- 
mnny  betmine  involved,  "It  would  bo  a 
ease  which  we  would  have  to  consider."

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Strenuous  Work  of  the  Rang- 
ers During  the  Past  Season 
—Small  Rainfall  Makes 
Task  Arduous. 


The  Vcriiuii  FoifBl  IMsiricl.  which  ex- 
lenils  frnni  thf  railway  bi-ll  eH.it  to  the 
wrstern  biiunflary  of  the  Kpttl<>  Klvrr 
watf'"«heil,  ami  front  \hv  liHi'mational 
Riuiii<lar>'  to  thp  railway  bfll  on  Hio 
niirlh,  has  Imd  Hh  full  .share  of  fires 
tills  year.  N>arly  all  llie  lilstrict  lies 
wjlhin  tliR  Interior  tlry  hell,  which  oi- 
teiiil.s  from  W'a.shlUKtuii  rl(?lii  up  lo  tlu' 
Lllluoet  country.  Kven  In  a  iioinial  year 
the  rainfall  is  nmall.  antl  In  an  abnormal 
year,  su'-li  as  ihia  one.  It  la  practically 
nil.  liiss  than  half  a.n  Inch  of  rain  has 
fallen    slnt^e    the    last    of  .June. 

Tlie  forest  cjver  expres.sivs  accurately 
tlie  climatic  conditions.  It  Is,  at  lua.st 
In  the  valleys  and  on  the  lower  slopes 
of  the  mountains,  the  typical  dry  belt 
type,  the  stands  being  open,  grassy 
floored,  and  jiark  like,  while  In  soino 
places  the  forest  cover  Is  lacking.  The 
characteristic,  true  species'  are  .Western 
Yellow  or  Bull  Pine,  Douglas  Fir  and 
Uarch  or  Tamarac.  On  the  upper  slopes 
and  aummlts  wlilch  receive  more 
moisture,  and  also  In  the  moist  drawa 
and  along  creeks,  etc..  In  lower  eleva- 
tions, spruce  and  balsam  fir  are  found 
Perhaps  the  most  common  tree  of  all, 
however,  is  the  lodgepole  or  Jack  pine, 
which  may  be  found  in  stands  of  various 
ages,  covering  areas  from  a  few  acres 
to  thousands  of  acres.  It  occurs'  from 
the  valleys  to  timber  line,  though  most 
plentiful  on  the  upper  slopes  of  tlie 
mountains.  The  lodgepole  pine  Is  a 
tree  which  very  commonly  springs  ifp 
after  a  forest  fire.  It  bears  conea 
at  a  very  early  age.  Many  of  the  conea 
remain  closed  until  the  heat  of  a  forest 
fire  opens  them,  so  that  the  seed  is  sown 
imm«>rilately  aflej  a  fire  haii  flweat  over 


the  ground.  The  seed  Is  light  and  easily 
spread  by  the  wind,  and  the  gi-oimd  Is, 
therefore,  often  pre-empted  by  this  tree 
after  a  fire,  even  though  the  previous 
forest  was  compbsed  of  other  epecleK. 
This  Is  especially  true  where  an  area 
Is  swept  repeatedly  by  fires.  Many 
people  who  think  that  because  the  fire 
Is  burning  only  Jack  pine  it  Is  doing  no 
damage,  do  not  realijie  that  unless  th<J 
forests  are  protcctetl  from  fire  nothing 
but  Jack  pine  will  grow  there,  and  fin- 
ally, even  that  will  be  killed  off  and 
only  the  bare  rock  or  soil  left. 

TjHe  Xrrlratiott  Quaatlon 

II  is  of  prime  importance  to  the  frul| 
growers  of  the  Okanagan  country  that 
the  watersheds  of  the  lake  and  river 
retalii  their  forest  cover  in  onlor  that 
a  steady  supply  of  water  may  b.e  f^^sured 
for  Irrigation.  lAst  year  the  Foreal 
Branch  constructed  a  system  ^of  trails, 
lookout  stations  and  telephone  Uliteai 
largely  along  the  divide  on  each  aid* 
t>f  the  lake.  They  have  proved  ex- 
ceedingly valuable  in  fire  protectj^on  this 
year.  The  lookout  statiofis,  one  at 
Little  Wjtlte  Mountain,  east  of  Pon- 
tlotlon,  and  one  at  BX  Mountain,  north- 
east of  "Vernon,  cover  the  whole 
couairy  nroiind  them  fronr  the  Inter- 
iiatlonal  boundary  to  the  railway  belt. 
They  are  connected  by  telephone  with 
the  rangers  and  guards,  and  with  the 
District  Forester  at  Vernon.  Dozens 
and  do«ens  of  fires  were  discovered  by 
the  lookout  men,  reported  to  the  nearest 
guard  and  speedily  eactlngulshed  before 
they  had  time  to  a;et  beyond  control. 
Towards  the  end  bf  July,  however,  the 
weather  became  exceedingly  hot  and 
dry,  with  the  result"  that  a  few  fires 
assumed  large  pioportloiVs  liefore  they 
could  be  controlled  and  the  smoke  from 
these  fires,  together  with  the  smoke 
which  drifted  up  the  Okanagan  Valley 
from  fires  In  Washington,  put  the  look- 
out statlona  'temporarily  out  of  com- 
mission. Condltlotv?  became  better,  how- 
ever, in  the  spcohd  week  In  August,  and 
the  lookout  men  wert?  able  to  resume 
their  duties.  Altogether  the  lookouts 
have  proved  so  valuable  this  Summer 
that  it  Is  proposed  to  oKtabliah  more 
of  thom,  so  that  eventually  they  will 
I  i-ornniand  the  whole  dl.strlct, 
SmftU  Tlm.l)«r  Iioss 

While  the  fires  have  burned  over  al- 
toKether  tlioiisands  of  acres,  yet  there 
lias  been  remarkably  little  merclinntable 
timber  destroyed.  The  reason  for  this 
i.s  that  the  forests  are,  as  explained 
Ijefore.  for  the  most  part  rather  open, 
and  the  fires  as-a  rule  are  only  surface 
fires  running  through  the  grass  and 
rlebriH  on  tlic  forest  floor.  The  chi^f 
damage  is  to  reproduotion.  Where  thi.s 
1«  at  all  thick,  or  wlicre  it  is  on  th«i  aide 
of  a  hill  which  lends  Itself  to  an  up- 
ward draiiglil  the  flnnir"-'  ^•-"Au  np  into 
the    crowns    of    the    youn  -    iind    a 

trrown  fire  !.•<  formed,  .s'mii  a,  fire,  of 
I'our.He,  consiinies  the  follago  outrigiit, 
but  even  If  that  doe.s  not  happen  the 
young  trees  are  generally  killed  hy  a 
fire  running  through  tlic  graps.  hecatise 
tlio  bark  Is  still  not  thick  enough  lo 
be  able   to  g^ve  adeiiuatc   protection. 

Wherever  fire  burns  through  I  ills  re- 
production then-H  means  tliat  the  final 
I'l-op  which  the  latter  would  have  fur- 
nished, will  be  so  much  the  longer  do- 
■  lnyf>d.  In  a  great  many  onses.  loo.  It 
incan.s  tliat  llie  next  young  crop  will 
i-onlain  more  lodgepole  pine  and  a  Ie,«a 
proportion,  or  none,  of  the  more  valu- 
able, .ipocleji  such  as  r)ouglas  fir  and 
yellow    pine. 

Tliere  has  been.  «o  far,  very  litrio 
lumbering  done  in  the  we.stern  part  of 
the  VeriKui  District.  The  mining  In- 
(In.slry,  however,  which  is  very  import- 
ant there,  rei|iilre.i  very  large  r|uanlitif« 
f)f  mining  tlmberc.  fiuiall  trees  from 
four  lo  twelvo  incliefl  in  dia  meter  hfea.^it 
liigh  Hre  wortli  one  cent  a  lineal  font  on 
the  stump  where  favorably  silunled  for 
n.<»e  in  a  mine.  With  the  development 
of  the  oounlry,  the  opening  ui)  of  new 
mines,  the  building  of  smelters,  etc., 
A  eoiLiidprahle  local  market  for  lumber 
will   result  in    Ihe   fiifiire. 

In  adilltion  to  ensurliiK  a  elienp  local 
himber  .«uDply,  forrsl  protection  Is  very 
necessary  in  that  part  of  British  Co- 
lumbia for  (>llier..rea.ions.  A  steady  and 
dependable  water  supply  Is  necessary 
for  Ihi'  mining  nperat iolts.  especially  for 
hydraulic  mining,  ami  al.so  for  the  stock 
industry.  The  maintenance  of  Ihe  forest 
cover  iM  nectssary  Xv  ensure  sucli  a 
water  .supply,  ft  is  noticed  also  that  the 
forage  under  tlie  trees  keeps  green 
longer  and  Is.  therefore,  more  valiinble 
and  palatable  than  forage  on  bare  or 
treeless  areas,  whlcli  soon  become 
parched  and  withered  by  the  aim.

A  lady  asks  that  the  following  de- 
scription of  tho  leaving  of  the  drat 
contingent  be  published,  and  the  writer.

When 
the  Highlanders  ceased  their  music, 
Ih'ir  pUtco  Was  talten  by  the  fife  and 
drum  hand  of  the  88th,  The  music 
was  iiiicrspersed  with  wild  bursts  of 
cheering  as  tho  little  company  of  volun- 
teers Hkd  on  board.  1  managed  to  get 
a  place  at  the  foot  of  the  gangphmiv 
ami  did  my  part  in  the  i-.h«crln>;  mid 
singing   of    'Itulc    Britannia.'    etc. 

"Presently  I  .saw  a  burly  fellow,  In 
the  uniform  of  the  5th,  come  hurrying 
down  the  gangiilank.  There  were  only

PLANS  OF  PROMOTERS 

ARE  UPSET  BY  WAR 

Bvery   Indication  of  Boom   In   Boxing  In 

Old    Country  .Had    Kot    'War 

Brokan  Ont 

LONDON,  Eng.7"Au8:.  29.— The  war 
ahroad,  which  Involves  England,  has 
upset  the  elaborate  plana  for  the  sea- 
son of  amateur  and  professional  bouts 
far  more  ambitious  than  anything  here- 
totore  attempted  >by  i;th*  British  ring 
piomoters.  Several  1|»«^  boxing  sta- 
diums were  under  construction,  th« 
money  being  raised  by  the  sale  of  atock 
with  ticket  privileges.  In  fact  there 
was  every  Indication  of  a  boom  in  bojc- 
ing  which  would  necessitate  a  firm 
handling  of  the  situation  by  thofse  who 
have  controlled  the  sport  In  past  years. 
I'o  this  end  the  National  Sporting  Club 
had  planned  to  co-operate  with  the 
army  and  naVy  toward  the  formation  of 
a  board  of  control  to  supervise  all 
reputable  matches. 

The  control  board,  had  It  been  formed, 
would  have  named  refereeu  and  offictaln 
whose  judgment  could  iv:>t  be  appealed 
frcm.  X  bad  would  also  have  been  put 
On  the  kidney  punch  and  the  .iipine  Jar- 
ring chop  on  the  back  of  the  neck,  which 
detract  from  rather  than  add  to  the 
science  of  boxing.  Dl.shonest  promot- 
er«  would  have  been  denied  recognition. 
The  late  boxing  boom  gave  promoters 
an  exceptional  chance  to  foist  ridiculous 
n-.atche«  on  the  public,  and  the  real 
sport  element  felt  that  something 
Hbould  be  done  to  put  boxing  on  a  clean, 
sr-ortsmanllke    basis. 


Vork,  took  the  measure  of  Douglas  In 
thb  final  match  a  year  later,  at  the 
Onwentsla  Club's  links,  near  Chicago, 
and  Walter  J.  Travis  followed  with  the 
succbsslve  victories  at  the  Garden  City 
anO  Atlantic  City  tournaments  in  1900 
and  1901.  Travis  was  put  out  by  E.  M. 
Byera,  of  Pittsburg,  In  the  second  match 
play  round  at  Glenview.  111.,  in  1902, 
when  L.  N.  .lames,  of  the  local  club, 
won  t)ie  title  with  Byers  as  the  runner 
iin.  Travis  came  again  In  1903  at  Glen 
Cove,  N.  y.,  and  won  the  title  for  a 
third  time,  Byers  again  being  the  other 
finalist.  H;  Chandler  Egan,  of  Chicago, 
next  held  the  honor  for  two  years,  hav- 
ing won  it  at  Baltusrol,  N.  .T.,  in  1904, 
and  successfully  defended  Jt  at 
Wheaton,  111.,  In  1906.  E.  M,  Byers  -wos 
rewarded  for  his  persistent  efforts  in 
1U06,  when  he  became  champion  after 
defeatlng  the  Canadian  champion, 
(Jeorge  S.  Lyon,  of  Toronto,  at  Engle- 
wood.  JC.  J.,  In  ,1906. 
,  The  present  cHamplon.  Jerome  D. , 
"Tralvers,  captured  the  title  in  1907,  on 
the  links  of  the  Euclid  Club,  ClovelnniJ. 
Ohio,  when  he  defeated  Archie  Graha.n, 
the  New  Jersey  State  champion,  in  the 
final  round  an^  won  it  again  in  190S,  at 
tiarden  C^Ity.  The  next  year,  at 
Wheaton,  111.,  R,  Gardener,  of  Hlnadale, 
111.,  was  returned  the  winner,  and  W. 
C.  Fownes.  of  Pittsburg,  survived  a 
field  of  203  starters  at  Brooklin.?,  Mass., 
In  1910.  This  "«v;\«  by  far  the  largest 
number  of  starters  that  ever  began  a 
national  tournam-ent,  and  under  the  new 
rule  exempting  all  but  players  with  a 
national  rating  of  five  strokes  or  better 
from  competition,  no  such  field  can 
ever  be  assemble!  for  this  event  again. 
At  Apawamis,  N.  Y.,  in  1911.  there 
were  170  starters,  when  for  tho  first 
and  only  time  the  cup  and  the  title  left 
the  United  States,  ae  that  year  Harold 
11.  Hilton,  Engla:id'3  loremost  amateur 
golfer,  was  the  winner,  but  not  until  he 
had  been  carried  to  an  extra  hole  effort 
by  Fred  Herreshoff,  of  Ekwanok,  "Vt. 
Hilton  was  defeated  in  1912  by  0.  G. 
Waldo  In  the  flrpt  match  play  round 
at  Wheaton,  HI.,  when  J.  D.  Travers 
won  for  the  third  time,  and  his  victory 
at  Garden  City  twelve  inonth»$  agp 
m&rked  his  fourth  winning  of  the  trophy 
and  title,  which  he  will  be  called  upon 
to  defend  next  week.

•'Some  rather  curious  points  may 
come  up  If  they  limit  the  range  of  ma- 
terial to  be  handled  by  golfins  jour- 
nallBta.  In  the  tlrsl  place,  if  they  cut 
out  technical  articles  the  magazines  will 
not  be  able  to  supply  the  public  with 
nearly  as  much  of  this  tyuo  of  infor- 
mation. I  have  been  recently  assured 
by  one  of  the  editors  of  such  a  maga- 
zine that  there  Is  a  tremendous  demand 
for  technical  articles,  and  when  the 
masazlne  does  not  give  a  sufficient 
number  of  them  the  public"  speedily 
makes  Its  wants  known.

Ross  (Miss  May  Hezlett),  etc.,  have 
written  and  are'  writing  technical  ar- 
ticles to  assist  their  fellow  golfers. 
What  a  funny  state  of  affairs  if  the 
holder  of  the  two  British  amateur 
championship  titles,  recognized  as  the 
world's  greatest  events,  should  be  in- 
eligible for  either  our  men's  of  women's 
amateur  events. 

"ThJ»,  besides  cuttlns  down  our  own 
llKts.  Suppose  one  of  our  famous  players. 
Evans  or  Ouimet,  for  Instance,  went  over 
nnd  won  the  British  amateur  champion- 
ship and  btcause  they  continued  to  wrlto 
technical  articles  had  been  ru^ed  out  here! 
Who  In  America  would  not  feel  they  had 
brought  great  honor  to  their  country,  and 
yet  were  not  allowed  to  compete  here?  To 
use    a    colloquialism — 'I    ask    you.* 

"Another  point.  Men  like  Henry  Colt, 
«ho  is  recognfued  as  .Ahe  greatest  golflng 
architect  In  the  world,  la  quite  at  liberty 
abroad  to  enter  any  amateur  event  what- 
ever, Without  any  one  questioning  his 
status.  Shalt  we  And  another  paradox 
here?  ,,       ^. 

"I  entirely  agree  that  players  should  not 
accept  remuneration  or  free  board  In  order 
tn  be  induced  to  enter  toumameots,  and 
that-  seems    to    be    recognized    everywhere."

X  canvass  today  of  the  Insti- 
tutions which  get  the  bulk  of  the  stock 
exchange  loans,  failed  to  disclose  an> 
case  where  loans  had   been  called.

NEW  TORK,  5lug.  29.— Shipping 
agents  complained  today  that  while  the 
government  at  Washington  was  con- 
sidering tho  purchase  of  certain  steam- 
ships to  move  the  grain  crops.  New  Tork 
and  other  ports  on  the  United  States 
coasts  were  filled  with  vessels  waiting 
for  cargoes.  Ships  could  not  sa,il  with- 
out freight,  the  agents  contended,  and 
if  conditions  did  not  Improve,  several 
-regular    sailings    would    be    cancelled. 

P.  A.  S.  Franklin,  first  vice-president 
and  general  manager  of  the  International 
Mercantile  Marine  Company,  said  that 
Its  steamships  Vaterland,  Baltic,  Man- 
hattan and  Manltou  were  waiting  for 
cargoes,  and  the  harbor  was  blocked 
with  tramp  steamers  that  had  come  over 
lo  carry  the  crops.  The  condition  at 
B^ton.  Philadelphia,  Baltlipore,  New 
Orleans,  Hawalla  and  Galveston  were  the 
same  as  In  New  York. 

Wtien  asked  what  he  thought  was  the 
cause  of  the  stagnation  In  the  shipping 
trade  on  the  Atlantic,  Mr.  Franklin  said 
the  reason  why  American  ports  arc 
filled  with  idle, ships  was  that  TCngland 
was  overstocked  with  grain  and  food 
supplies  and  there  ai-e  no  ports  open 
on  the  continent  to  ship  grain  to.  Big 
orders  were  received  here  before  tho 
war,  and  the  steamships  came  across 
to  take  the  grain  over,  but  the  war 
brobe  ©ut  and  cancelled  everything. 
Holland  win  "^n^ed  «:rain.  but  has  no 
money  to  purchase  it.  Belgium  Is  In  the 
same  fix,  but  it  expects  Great  Britain 
will  purchase  big  shipments  of  grain 
later  and  seAd  them  to  Antwerp  to  help 
her   ally. 

The  same  Idle  eondltlons  in  shipping 
exists  In  the  South  American  trade, 
owing  to  the  bad  financial  conditions 
there.

PARIS,  Aug.  :i9.— The  value  of  aero- 
plane.s  In  scouting  work  Is  a  subject 
of  discussion  among  tlie  technical  ob- 
servers. 

"Our  military  aviators  are  r'rndering 
Invaluable  service,"  says  The  Temps, 
quoting  an  authority  on  aviation  whose 
name  is  omitted  for  miillary  reasons. 
The  paper  continues:  "Our  aerial 
forces  are  Intlnllely  superior  to  those 
of  Germany,  and  our  best  civil  airmen 
are  In  the  servliie.  Bi  iudejono  dcs 
lHoulinaia,  Itoland  Garros,  iiugene  Gii- 
tiert  and  Jules  Vcdrines  aie  all  at  the 
fi^)nt.  Vedrlnes  has  jus!  completed  a 
raid  with  an  appartus  of  extra'irdinary 
powir. 

••.\eroplanps  are  .safe  from  bullel.s  at 
l.uoo  hards  high,  and  at  2.000  yards  an 
aviator  still  can  observe  accurately 
with  the  naiced  eye.  As  our  flyers  can 
guide  a  machine  with  one  hand  and 
use  glasses  with  the  other,  the  masses 
of  the  enemy  cannot  escape  observation.

St  org  of  Mexico — Cortes 

la  Shown  the  Capital 

of  Anahuac 

When  the  Spaniards  had  rested  four  days 
in  the  wonderful  capital  of  Anahaiic.  Cortes 
sent  word  to  the  Emperor  asking  permission 
to  visit  the  chief  places  of  interest  thvougl> 
out  the  city.     This  was  readily  granted  by 
Montezuma   who  sent  an  armed   escort   to 
act  as  guides  to  the  distinguished  strangers. 
Amazed  indeed  were  the  Spaniards  to  per- 
ceive  as   many   evidences   of  superior   civi- 
lization on  every  hand.     The  clean  and  well- 
paved  streets,  intersected  hy  the  canals,  with 
their  picturesque  bridges,  were  crowded  with 
a  gay  and  properous  assembly  of  people,  in 
appearance  much   more  comely  and   more 
finely  dressed  than  the  natives  of  the  other 
cities  which  they  had  visited.    Here  too  the 
women  moved  about  as  freely  as  the  men, 
and   wore  no   veils.     Their  costumes  were 
picturesque  in  the  extreme,    consisting   of 
several  skirts  of  different  lengths  and  colors, 
one  above  the  other,  an  ornamental  bodices, 
iind   over  all  a  graceful   cotton   cloak,   of 
more  or  less  fine  texture  according  to  the 
rank   of  the  wearer,   and   beautifully   em- 
broidered.   In  the  great  tianguez  or  market- 
place were  gathered  together  natives  from 
every  part  of  Montezuma's  dominions,  each 
man  with  his  particular  wares,     the    gold- 
smiths of  Azcapozalco,  the  potters  and  jewel- 


There  were  large  granaries  filled  with  the 
produce  from  the  church  lands,  and  enorm- 
ous amounts  of  provisions  and  fruits,  offer- 
ings of  the  faithful,  which  were  consiimed 
by  the  iniiabitants  of  the  temple  settlements. 
In  fact  the  Teocalli  and  its  associate  build- 
ings made  up  a  little  city  in  itself,  consisting 
of  about  five  hundred  houses  in  all,  including 
the  dwellings  of  the  priests,  and  othes  en- 
gaged in  the  offices  of  religion. 

Cortes  asked  -and  received  permission 
from  Montezuma  to  ere£t  a  temple  of  his 
own,  and  for  this  purpose  he  utilized  one  ot 
tlie  hnlb  of  the  residence  allotted  to  himself 
and  his  officers.  While  the  artisans  were  at 
work,  they  came  upon  a  door  recently  plast- 
tered  over,  and  they  had  no  scruples  about 
making  an  examination.  Behind  the  door 
they  came  upon  a  large  hall  literally  filled 
with  treasure,^  gold  and  silver  in  bars  and 
in  the  ore,  jewels  of  every  kind,  rich  and 
beautiful  stuffs,  and  wonderful  embroideries. 
They  made  all  haste,  however,  to  seal  the 
hall  up  once  more,  and  to  keep  the  knowl- 
edge of  it  a  secret.  What  they  had  found 
was^  private  hoard  of  tl)e  Montezuma,  once 
the  property  of  his  father. 


,"  e^  Aof  Choluia,  the  painters  of  Tezcuco,  the 
stone-cutters  of  Tena  Jocan,  the  hunters  of 
Zilotepec,  the  fishermen  of  Cuitlahuac,  the 
fruiterers  of  the  warm  countries,  the  mat  and 
chair  makers  of  Quauhitlan,  and  the  florists 
of  Xochimilco,  and  beautiful  and  remarkable 
was  the  assortment  of  gbods  offered  for 
sale  in  the  vast  bazaar  to  which  flocked 
forty  and  fifty  thousand  people  on  each 
occasion  of  its  opening  which  was  every  fifth 
day.  Here,  as  elsewhere,  the  exchanges 
were  conducted  partly  by  barter,  but  more 
usually  in  the  currency  of  the  country,  bits 
of  tin  stamped  with  a  character  something 
like  a  T,  bags  of  cocoa,  and  quills  of  gold 
dust.  Throughout  all  this  vast  assembly  we 
are  told-,  the  most  perfect  order  prevailed. 
Officers  patrolled  the  square  to  keep  the 
peace  and  see  that  none  infringed  the  rules, 
or  practised  fraud,  and  r.  court  of  twelve 
judges  sat  in  one  part  of  the  tianguez,  to 
mete  out  justice  and  to  punish  offenders. 

Rrom  the  market-place  Cortes  and  his 
retinue  marched  to  the  Teocalli,  or  great 
temple.  Here  he  was  received  by  Monte- 
zuma hiniself.  The  temple  was  built  of 
earth  and  pebbles  and  coated  on 'the  outside 
with  tlie  red  porous  stone  common  to  the 
vicinity.  It  was  surrounded  by  a  wall  of 
stone  and  lime  about  eight  feet  high,  orna- 
mented on  the  outer  side  by  figures  of 
serpents.  This  wall  was  pierced  by  huge 
battlemented  gateways,  which  opened  on 
the  four  principal  streets  of  the  capital.  The 
temple  itself  was  probably  about  three  hund- 
red feet  in  height.  It  was  built  iiv  five 
stories,  which  diminished  in  size  as  they 
neared  the  top,  and  around  each  of  which 
was  built  a  balcony.  The  stairway  ascended 
on  the  outside,  winding  about  the  great  edi- 
fice like  a  huge  serpent.  It  was  an  ardous 
.^climb  and  Montezuma  himself  was  always 
carried  to  the  top  on  the  backs  of  his  priests, 
but  Cortes  disdained  such  aid  when  it  was  of- 
fered him.  "The  Spaniards,"  he  said,  "never 
tired,"  and  followed  by  his  men  he  climbed 
to  the  summit,  which  was  a  vast  area  paved 
with  broad,  flat  stones.  In  the  centre  was  a 
huge  block  of  jasper  with  a  convex  surface. 
This  was  the  sacrificial  stone,  upon  which  the 
unhappy  victim  was  laid,  when  from  his  liv- 
ing body  the  priest  cut  the  heart.  Near  the 
stone  was  the  huge  cylindrical  druni  made  of 
serpent's  skins,  struck  only  upon  extraordi- 
nary occasions,  the  sound  of  which  could  be 
heard  for  many  miles,  and  here  were  also 
the  sanctuaries,  two  in  number,  at  the  base  of 
wiiich  stood  the  altars  with  tlie  undying  fire 
upon  them.  Cortes  and  his  friends  were  per- 
mitted to  penetrate  the  sanctuaries,  but  what 
they  saw  witnin  so  filled  tiiem  with  loathing 
and  disgust  that  they  were  glad  to  reiuya  to 
the  open  air.  When,  as  Cortes  was  ab^l 
to  descend  from  the  summit,  he  turned  to 
Montezuma  and  expressed  his  surprise  that 
a  nation  so  civilized  should  permit  such  bar- 
barous practises,  the  Emperor  was  greatly 
sdrocked,  "these  gods,"  he  said,"  whose 
images  you  have  beheld  have  led  the  Aztecs 
to  victory  since  they  were  a  nation,  and 
send  us  the  seed-time  and  harvest  in  their 
seasons." 

Cortes  w?s  obliged  to  apologize  for  his 
words  and  Montezuma  re^jained  behind  his 
visitors  to  try  and  expiate,  if  possible,  the 
crime  of  exposing  the  shrines  of  his  divin- 
ities to  profanation. 

Surrounding  the  great  temple  were 
numerous  smaller  ones,  all  built  on  the  .same 
pattern,  and  a  building  which  struck  horror 
to  the  hearts  of  the  Spaniards  was  that  which 
contained  the  skulls  of  those  who  had  been 
sacrificed  on  the  great  block  of  jasper.  They 
counted  of  these  hideous  mementos  one 
hundred  and  sixty  thousand. 

Within  the  walls  of  the  teocalli  were  also 
the  seminaries  for  the  instruction  of  the 
youth  of  botli  sexes.  The  girls  were  taught 
by  priestesses  who  officiated  In  the  temples, 
the  Jboys  were  under  the  care  of  the  priests.

mental  development.  It  is  difficult  to  say 
to  what  degree  of  progress  these  people 
might  not  have  advanced,  if  they  had  been 
favored  with  a  succession  of  rulers  of  abil- 
ity, Init  unfortunately  for  them,  at  the  very 
height  of  their  power,  rival  leaders  appeared, 
ami  what  was  a  powerful  and  united  Cali- 
phate became  the  scene  of  contentions  and 
divisions,  which  made  it  an  easy  prey  to  the 
descendants  of  the  former  inhabitants,  wiio 
were  prompt  to  take  advantage  of  the 
vveaknesses  of  their  conquerors.  In  their  ef- 
forts in  this  direction  the  Christian  peoples 
'of  Spain  were  stimulated  by  the  exhortations 
of  the  priesthood,  who  hurled  anathemas 
against  the  Moslems  With  all  the  vehemence 
at  their  command.  Not  only  wab  the  Moor- 
ish government  of  the  Peninsula  weakened, 
but  the  Moors  individually  seemed  to  have 
lost  much  of  their  original  stamina,  and  were 
readily  defeated  in  battle.  It  is  doubtless  an 
absurd  exaggeration  to  claim,  as  the  Spanish 
chroniclers  do,  that  one  hundred  and  fifty 
Christians  <^efeated  three  "hundred  thousand 
Moors,  but.  there  must  be  some  shadow  of 
foundation,' at  least,  for  the  amazing  tales 
that  have  come  down  from  those  times.  The 
stories  of  the  conflicts  between  Moors  and 
Spaniards  from  what  is  easily  the  most  ro- 
mantic part  of  all  literature.  These  crusades 
against  the  Moors  continued  for  nearly  five 
centuries,  but  they  hardly  belong  to  the  realm 
of  history  until  after  the  Thirteenth  Century, 
when  the  followers  of  the  Prophet  had  been 
driven  out  of  all  the  Peninsula  except  Gren- 


was  about  this  time  that  the  Falls  of  Niagara 
and  some  other  American  rivers  were 
formed,  and  there  seems  to  be  evidence  that 
about  the  same  time  the  ice  fields  which  had 
covered  the  Nortliern  part  of  the  two  Con- 
tinents, began  to'  tjisappear  very  rapidly. 
This  convulsion  of  nature  might  have  caused 
the  subsidence  of  an  island  in  the  Atlantic. 
We  know  that  such  things  occur  not  infre- 
quently on  a  small  scale,  and  there  is  no 
good  reason  for  believing  that  one  of  very 
great  magnitude  may  not  have  occurred.  In 
the  present  state  of  our  knowledge  all  that 
any  one  can  say  in  regard  to  Atlantis  is  that 
there  may  have  been  such  a  land,  and  that 
it  may  have  been  destroyed  as  the  Egyptian 
priests  are  reported  to  have  said. 


The  Law  of  a  School- 
master 


In  the  Epistle  to  the  Galatians,  Paul 
wrote:  "Wherefore  the  law  was  our 
schoolmaster  to  bring  us  to  Christ."  We 
do  not  intend  to  discuss  this  expression  in 
connection  with  the  context,  but  only  the 
idea  contained  in  it,  that  is  the  educative 
value  of  the  law. 

Law  may  be  defined  as  an  expression  of 
human  experience  as  to  what  is  best  for 
men,  individually  and  collectively.  Some 
may  ask  how  this  applies  to  what  is  caUed 
Divine  Law,  but  if  by  this  expression  is  meant 


the  law  promulgated  to  the — Children — of 
Israel  after  they  had  come  out  of  Egypt, 
the 'answer  is  that,  except  as  regards  cere- 
monials, there  was  nothing  enjoined  or  for- 
bidden by  this  law  that  was  not  wrong  to 
omit  or  to  do,  as  the  case  may  be,,  before 
the  Ten  Commandments  were  given.  It 
was  just  as  wrong  to  omit  to  honor  one's 
parents  or  to  do  murder  when  Israel  was  in 
Egypt  as  it  was  after  the  fugitives  had  passed 
Sinai  on  their  way  to  the  Promised  Land. 

Law  is  founded  in  the  instinct  of  self- 
preservation,  which  is  the  "first  law  of 
nature."  The  reference  now  is  to  those  laws 
which  relate  to  our  relations  to  each  other, 
for  it  is  foreign  to  the  purpose  of  this  article 
to  consider  spiritual  laws,  which  bear  upon 
our  development  along  spiritual  lines.  Let 
us  take  a  recent  and  very  suitable  illustration 
to  show  what  is  meant  by  law  as  school- 
master, or,,  in  other  words,  the  educative 
force  of  law.  It  was  seen  when  the  use  of 
motor  cars  became  common  that  certain  pro- 
visions were  necessary  to  regulate  them  on 
the  streets.  One  of  th'ese  was  that  they 
should  stop  when  approaching  a  street  car 
taking  on  or  landing  passengers.  The  opera- 
tion of  this  regulation  was  found  so  satis- 
factory that  it  was  extended  to  other  vehicleSj, 
Society,  as  represented  by  tlie  law-making^ 
authorlt}-,  saw  that  for  self-preservation  it 
was  necessary  to  do  a  certain  thing,  .attd[ 
having  done  it,  saw  that  something  else 
along  the  same  line  was  necessary,  and  that 
also  was  done.  But  the  educative  effect  of 
the  law  did  not  stop  at  this  point,  but  is  hav- 
ing its  influence  on  all  classes  of  a  street 
traffic.  The  result  is  simply  a  practical 
application  to  our  daily  life  of  the  ancient 
principle  of  the  Common  Law  that  we  must 
so  use  that  which  is  ours  as  not  to  injure 
that  which  is  another's,  a  principal  applying 
to  rights  as  well  as  things. 

Daily  we  do  dr  avoid  doing  things  which 
we  might  otherwise  do  if  it  were  not  that  we 
liavc  been  educated  by  the  law  to  regard  the 
omission,  in  the  one  case,  or  the  action  in 
the  other  as  wrong.  Neitsche.  sneers  at 
obedience  to  law  as  "slave  morality."  To 
him  the  supremacy  of  self  is  the  only  one 
rule  which  we  ought  to  follow.  We  are  in 
the  world  and  have  certain  desires  and  pow- 
ers, let  us  give  rein  to  our  desires  and  make 
full  use  of  our  powers.  That  way  bar- 
barism lie,s.  Europe  today  is  in  the  "throes 
of  a'  Titanic  struggle,  and  the  reason  of  it  is 
the  lawlessness  of  a  small  minority  of  people, 
wlio  have  the  power  to  give  rein  to  their 
desires.  Nearly  all  the  wars,  that  have  ever 
cursed  the  world,  ha.ve  been  due  to  the  fact 
that  some  one  was  in  a  position  in  which  no 
law  touched  him.  Such  people  were  laws 
unto  themselves,  and  the  world  ran  red  with 
blood  for  that  very_reason.  Without  law 
brute  strength  alone  would  prevail,  and  brute 
strength,  unbridled,  would  mean  social 
chaos.  The  law  has  been  our  schoolmaster 
through  uncounted  generations,  and  we 
would  relapse  to  a  condition  lower  than  that 
of  the  brutes  if  we  were  not  subject  to  what 
this  German  cynic  sneers  at  as  slave 
morality. 

As  a  schoolmaster  the  law  is  responsible 
for  orderly  social  conditions,  although  its  les- 
sons are  not  the  same  in  every  country.  For 
example  in  British  countries  the  law  has 
taught  us  to  look  upon  attempts  to  make  an 
a.ccused  person  confess  his  guilt  as  grossly 
unfair;  in  France,  the  first  step  in  a  criminal 
proceeding,  after  an  arrest,  is  to  cross-ex- 
amine the  accused.  The  French  regard  this 
as  perfectly  taly;"  The  object  of  both  systems 
is  to  do  justice,  but  the  respective  laws  have 
developed  different  Ideas  of  what  Is  the  cor- 
rect way  to  reach  this  end.  In  other  ways 
than  this,  we  are  what  the  law  has  made  of 
us,  for  we  are  Its  pupils,  but  as  In  our  schools 
different  Ideas  are  taught  pupils,  so  the  law 
as  a  schoolmaster  turns  out  pupils  very  differ- 
ently instructed. 


Tq  be  an  efficient  schoolmaster,  the  law 
must^e  enforced.  If  it  is  not,  it  remains  to 
a  certain  extent  a  schoolmaster,  but  "  its 
teachings  are  hurtful.  Until  very  recently  no 
effort  had  been  made  in  this  Province,  ex- 
cept in  a  very  limited  way  to  stop  the  sale  of 
sweepstakes.  Year  after  year  it  went  on,  and 
the  result  of  the  drawings  was  published.  A 
great  many  very  excellent  people  were  be- 
coming of  the  opinion  that  after  all  it  might 
be  a  perfectly  proper  practice.  But  now  the 
law  is  to  be  enforced  and  the  sales  will  no 
longer  take  place.  In  time  public  opinion 
will  come  to  look  upon  such  sales  as  wrong, 
not  perhaps  wrong  in  themselves,  but  wrong 
because  of  the  evil  they  bring  about.  A 
common  question  is:  "Does  prohibition  pro- 
hibit.' and  too  often  it  must  be  admitted 
that  it  does  not,  and  yet  in  countries  where 
the  prohibition  of  the  sale  of  liquors  has  been 
forbidden  by  law  for  a  sufficient  length  of 
time  to  enable  a  generation  to  grow  up  under 
su€h  conditions,  such  sales  are  regarded  by 
the  very  great  majority  of  people,  even  by 
many  of  those  who  buy  intoxicants  illegally 
sold,  as  a  transaction  meriting  the  contempt 
of  all  good  citizens.  The  law  has  educated 
the  community  to  look  upon  ,such  sales  as 
wrong. 

As  is  mentioned  above,  this  is  not  the 
sense  in  which  Paul  was  regarding  the  law  as 
a  schoolmaster.  What  he  apparently  had  in 
mind  was4hat  the  Jewish  law,  with  all  its 
teachings  led  up  to  the  acceptance  of  Jesus 


as  the  Messiah,  although  this  is  nut  quite~ay 
obvious  from  the  context  as  it  might  be.  His 
thought  may  have  been  that  those  who  lived 
I'Y^sof.  faith Jiad  no  need  of  law  to  direct 
their  conduct,  because  they  would  instinct- 
ively  do  the  right  thing  always.  We  do  not 
need-  a  schoolmaster  to  teach  us  what  we 
alr.eady  know.

Spain   divided   among   several   petty   king- 
doms on  not  very  good  terms     with    each 
other.    Roderic,   the  last  king  of  the  Visi- 
goths, made  Uttte  or  no  defence  agalnsTthie 
Moors,  when  in  712  they  invaded  Andalusia. 
The  conquest  of  Spain  was  easy,  partly  be- 
cause the  enervated  Visigoths  were    in    no 
position  to  make  a  serious  resistance,  and 
partly  becaus  of  the  tactfulness  of  the  con- 
querors, who    made    themselves    welcome 
wherever  they  went.     Many  of  the  inhabit- 
ants retired  to  the  mountains  whence  they 
were  to  emerge  centuries  later  and  found  a 
new  kingdom,  but  the  majority     of     them 
seemed  content  to  submit  to  Moorish  rule. 
The  conquerors  were  undoubtedly  the  most 
enlightened  men  of  the  time.     They  were 
proficient  in  all  the  sciences  as  they  were 
then,  understod.     They  were     patrons     of 
liter^iture.  In  religious  matters  they  were  won- 
derfully tolerant,  While  they  erected  many 
mosques  for  the  worship  of  Allah,  they  built 
churches  for , the  worship  of  the  Christians' 
God.    In  the  jValley  of  the  Guadalquiver  they 
built  no  less  than  twelve  hundred  flourishing 
villages.      It   is  alleged    that  the  doctrines 
of  Mohammed  were  taught  in  no  less  than 
three  hundred  thousand  pulpits.    The  people 
of  Islam  in  the  Ninth  and  Tenth  Centuries 
were  very  different  from  the  fierce  Arabs, 
who  followed  the  immediate  successors  of 
Mohammed  and  ^pread  his  teachings  with 
the  edge  of  the  sword.     They  became  re- 
fined as  they  grew  powerful  and  established 
schools^  built  palaces  and  set  up  a  civiliza-  ' 
tion,  which  in  some  respects  has  rarely  been 
equalled  and  never  been  surpassed.     In  the 
Ninth  Century  Harun  al  Raschid  made  Bag- 
dad the  world's  centre  of  education  and  lux- 
ury.    In  the  following  century  Cordova,  in 
Spain,  was  undouhtfidly  the  most  beautiful, 
and  most  civilized  city  in  Europe,  if  not  in 
the  world.     If  we  may  credit  the  accounts 
that  have  been  handed  down,     and     there 
seems  to  be  no  reason  for  raising  any  ques- 
tion as  to  their  accuracy,  *the  four  palaces 
of  the  Caliph  at  Cordova  must  have  sur- 
passed  anything  of  the  kind  ever  erected. 
In  addition   to   these  there  was   tiie   great 
Mesquita,    or   palace  of   worship,    the   roof 
of  which  was  supported  by  twelve  hundred 
marble  colurhns.     It  had     twenty     massive 
doors   of   brass.      Its  walls   were   of   semi- 
precious stones,   highly  polished.     The  city 
■was  supplied   by  water  brought  in   through 
lead  pipes,  and  had  iTwiny  fountains,  basins 
and  baths.    Yet  more  wonderful  tiian  the  city 
was  the  royal  palace  near  by  and  known  as 
Az  Zahra.     Ten  thousand  men  worked  day 
and  night  in  constructing  this  edifice  for  forty 
years.     The  wall  enclosing  the  palace  was 
4.000  feet  by  2,200  feet,  and  what  portion 
of  the  enclosure  ii-'as  not  occupied  by  the 
palace  was  filled  with  marvellous  gardens. 
The  roof  of  the  palace  was  supported   by 
4,300  columns  of  the  rarest  marbles.     The 
ceiling  was  of  cedar  with  gold  tracery.     So 
magnificent  was  it,  that  when  a  delegation, 
sent  by  the  courts  of  France  and  Constanti- 
nople, came  to  visit  the  Caliph,  the  spokes- 
man  was  so  overcome  tiy   the  splendor  of 
the  scene  that  he  stood  speechless  before  the 
Moorish  monarch. 

The  Caliph  felt  that  the  magnificence  of 
this  palace  was  somewhat  obscured  hy  ;he 
mountains  in  the  rear  of  it,  and  he  directed 
the  removal  of  the  elevation;  but  being  ad- 
vised by  his  engineers  that  the  task  was  too 
Herculean  to  be  attempted,,  he  contented 
himself  with  cutting  down  the  timber  on  it 
and  replacing  it  with  fruit  trees  and  flowers. 

And  yet  of  all  this  splendor,  nothmg 
remains.  It  has  vanished  like  the  kingdom 
it  represented.  But  not  only  were  the  Moors 
a  remarkable  people  in  respect  .  to  their 
architectural  work  and  in  their  fondness  for 
gorgeous  display,  they  encouraged  science 
and  literature,  and  under  their  auspices  very 
much  was  done  in   Spain   in  the  way  of 


ada. 


Atlantis 


We  have  been  asked  to  tell  something 
about  Atlantis.  This  has  already  been  done 
on  this  page,  but  doubtless  many  of  our 
present  readers  did  not  receive  the  paper  at 
that  time,-  and  moreover  the  mystery  sur- 
rounding the  legend  invests  it  with  an  interest 
that  never  flags,  even  though  little  new  can 
be  said  about  it. 

The  literary  foundation  for -tlte  Atlantis 
legend  in  the  Timaeus  of  Plato,  written  about 
2,300  years  ago,  in  which  he  gives  an  ac- 
count attributed  to  Critias,  one  of  the  Thirty 
Tyrants,  who  gave  it  on  the  authority  of  his 
grandfather,  who  said  he  had  received  the 
story  from  Solon.  The  last  named  lived 
about  2,500  years  ago.  Solon  stated  that  he 
bean:!  it  from  tlie  Egyptian  priests.  The 
^count  runs  after  this  fashion. 

At  a  time,  prehistoric,  as  far  as  the 
records  of  Greece  go,  but,  according:  to 
Solon,  well  within  those  of  Egypt,  there  wa3 
an  island  in  the  Atlantic  Oceap,  lying  off 
the  coast  of  Africa,  and  possjbljf  also  off  the 
coast  of  Southern  Europe.  It  was  very  large, 
and  beyond  it  were  other  islands  and  another 
continent.  This  was  the  seat  of  a  very 
powerful  nation,  which  extended  its  con- 
quests within  the  Mediterranean  as  far  East 
as  Egypt  and  Tyrrhenia.  The  latter  name 
,  probably  appltcd  to  Italy;  the"  sea  lying  be- 
tween Italy  and  Spain  having  been  known"^- 
as  the  Tyrrhenian.  Against  this  nation  the 
Athenians  are  said  to  have  sent  an  expedition, 
and  after  a  brilliant  war  to  have  drive.n  them 
out  of  all  the  territory  lying  within  the 
Straits  of  Gibraltar.  The  account  as  given 
by  Plato  becomes  a  litt]^  oi3scure  on  this 
point  for  it  says:  "A  little  while  afterwards 
there  was  a  great  earthquake  and  your  war- 
rior race  all  sank  into  the  earth;  and  the 
great  island  of  Atlantis  also  disappeared  in 
the  sea." 

This  is  the  whole  story  as  far  as  Plato  is 
corJcerned,  and  it  has  not  been  corroborated 
by  anything  yet  discovered,  or  at  least  yet 
deciphered,  among  Egyptian  records.  It 
may  be  assumed  that  Plato  related  the  story 
as  he  heard  it,  and  the  fame  of  Solon  rend- 
ers it  improbable  that  lie  invented  such  a  talc. 
No  reasonable  explanation  can  be  given  for 
the  preservation  by  the  Egyptian  priests  of 
such  a  legend,  as  it  in  no  way  added  to  the 
glory  of  Egypt,  except  the  assumption  is  that 
the  Egyptians  believed  it  to  be  true. 

There  is  a  vast  body  of  legendary  lore, 
preserved  by  the  people  of  Europe  and 
America,  pointing  to  the  existence  of  a  con- 
nection of  some  kind  between  the  two  hem- 
ispheres, but  whether  it  <v)is  maintained  by 
land  or  water  it  is  not  very  easy  to  determine. 
Some  of  the  legends  clearly  refer  to  a 
land  not  now  known,  and  varied  have  been 
the  efforts  of  archaeologists  to  dedu|e  from 
them  what  the  region  is  to  which  th^krefer. 
If  we  begin  our  interpretation  of  these 
legends  by  assuming  that  Plato's  account  of 
Atlantis  may  have  been  correct  the  solution 
of  the  legends  is  easy  enough;  but  if  we  begin 
by  doubting  what  the  ancient  priests  of  Egypt 
are  alleged  to  have  told  Solon,  only  very 
absurd  conclusions  can  be  drawn  from  these 
relics  of  the  folk-lore  of  the  aboriginal  in- 
habitants of  the  two  Continents. 

It  is  difficult  for  any  one  to  express  an 
opinion  as  to  whether  there  was  or  was  not 
a  powerful  kingdom  in  the  Atlantic,  which 
was  swallowed  up  by  the  sea.  Geology  of 
itself  throws  no  light  upon  it,  but  taken  in 
connection  with  certain  well  defined  tra- 
ditions as  well  as  the  discovery  of  certain 
remains  of  human  workmanship,  not  other- 
wise readily  accounted  for,  there  seems  to 
be  reason  for  believing  that  about  seven 
thousand  years  ago  the  earth  was  subject  to 
a  catastrophe  o'  astounding  magnitude.     It

And  How  to  Grow   Them 


OUTDOOR  CULTURE  AND  FORCING  OF 
VEGETABLES 

(Coiitiiiueil) 


PARSLEY 
Parsle)  In  more  or  less  in  dciiKuivl  evory 
das  in  the  year.  11  is  a  deep-rooted  plant, 
and  should  be  g:ro\vn  in  well-cultivated  soil. 
The  Summer  crop  is  sown  in  drills,  lifteen 
inches  apart  and  about  an  inch  deep.  The 
plant  thrives  best  in  partial  shade,  say  on 
a  border  facing  west.  If  this  crop  is  con- 
sidered of  importance  three  sowings  should 
be  made,  one  about  the  middle  of  Febru- 
ary, one  in  April  and  another  in  July.  The 
latter  is  sown  broadcast  on  a  piece  of  land 
facing  south,  and  of  such  area  that  a  port- 
able frame  can  be  placed  over  it  in  late 
Autumn  and  Winter.  If  left  unprotected, 
parsley  is  liable  to  be  killed  by  severe  frost. 
It  is  important  to  thin  the  plants  early,  for 
better  quality  produce  is  obtained  than  when* 
the  seedlings  are  crowded.  The  thinning 
should  not  be  done  all  at  once,  but  at  three 
times,  finally  leaving  the  plants  five  inches 
apart.  Frequent  hoeing  in  Summer  is  nec- 
essary. Good  varieties  are  dwarf  fern- 
leaved,  hardy  Winter  and  double  curled. 

PARSNIP 


The  parsnip  is  a  deep-rooting  plant  and 
needs  a' deep  soil;  if  this  is  of  a  Ijjsjht,  rather 
than  heavy  texture,  so  much  the  better.  The 

land  should  be  deeply  dug  in  Autumn,  an4 

a  moderate  quantity  of  rotted  manure  add- 
ed. If  the  trenching  is  delayed  until  Spring 
no  manure  is  used.  The  parsnip  needs  a 
long  season  of  growth,  and  the  seed  must 
be  sown  about  the  middle  of  February, 
choosing  a  day  when  the  ground  is  fairly 
dry.  Drills  are  drawpr  fifteen  inches  apart, 
the  plants  thinned  to  ten  or  twelve  inches 
apart.  Sow  thinly  and  cover  with  two  in- 
ches of  soil.  After  the  final  thinning,  all 
that  need  be  done  is  to  keep  down  weeds 
by  hoeing.     The  plant  is  hardy,  and  better 

quality  roots  are  obtained  by  leaving  them 

in  the  ground  all  Winter,  simply  taking 
them  up  as  wanted.  When  a  hard  frost  is 
expected,  cover  a  portion  of  the  crop  with 
litter  to  prevent  the  ground  from  freezing, 
so  that  as  many  roots  as  are  wanted  can  be 
taken  up,  they  must  be  taken  up  in 
Spring  as  soon  as  growth  is  apparent  (or , 
they  will  be  spoilt)  and  "clamped"'  in  soil 
like  ,  potatoes.  ThCiV,  will  remain  in  good 
condition  for  months  afterwards.  The 
Hollow  Crown  and  the  Student  are  fhe  best 
varieties;  the  former  is  large  and  heavy,  and 
best  for  general  use;  the  latter  is  credited 
with  being  of  better  quality. 

PEA 

It  is  possible  to  secure  an  extra  early 
crop  of  peas  by  sowing  in  light,  warm  soil 
in,  November,  but  the  risks  are  so  great  that 
it  is  scarcely  worth  while  from  a  commer- 
cial standpoint.  Better  crops,  and  just  as' 
earl}',  can  be  obtained  by  sowing  the  seed 
under  glass  in  long,  shallow  V-shaped 
boxes.  The  young  plants  are  easily  turned 
out  of  these  boxes  into  a  well-prepared  bor- 
der in  a  sheltered  position,  without  the  roots 
being  disturbed.  Care  must  be  taken  to 
press  the  soil  closely  and  tirmly  to  the  roots, 
and  to  give  them  a  good  watering.  Pro- 
tect them  from  cold  winds  by  short  branches 
(if  spruce'br  any  other  shelter  of  a  like, 
nature.  When  the  plants  are  about  four 
inches  high  have  them  staked.  If  the 
weather  is  favorable  they  may  be  planted 
out  early  in  March.  The  seeds  should  be 
sown  the  lirst  week  in  January,  two  inches 
apart,  tuo  inches  deep,  in  three  rows.  In  thT" 
V-shaped  boxes.  They  are  placed  iih-a  cold 
frame  and  grown  sturdily  the  whole  time. 
The  frames  should  be  protected  against 
frost  at  ni.^lu  with  mats. 

The  First  Sowing  Out  of  Doors — This 
must  depend  somewhat  on  the  weather;  it 
would  only  defeat  (he  end  in  view  to  sow 
in  frosty  or  wet,  sodden  soil,  but  in  early 
February  it  is  generally  possible  to  get  the 
first  seed  in  the  ground.  Draw  a  drill  four 
inches  wide  and  three  inches  deep;  sow  the 
seed  in  two  rows,  two  inches  apart  in  the 
rous.  Draw  the  soil  over  the  seed  and 
make  firm.     The  next  sowing  should     take 

Vplace  the  first  week  in  March,  and  after- 
wards every  two  weeks  until  the  end  of 
June.  A  row  or  two  of  an  early  variety 
may  be  so\\n  in  July  on  the  chance  of  pick- 
ing to  the  cnS  of  October  or  even  into  No- 
vember. Early  dwarf  varieties  .^which  re* 
quire  wo  staking  are  put  in  rows  two  feet 
apart:  tliose  needing  sticks  and  growing 
three  to  four  feet  high  should  be  four  feet 
apart.  With  the  mid-season  and  Iflte  varie- 
ties belter  results  are  obtained  by  planting 
them  at  wide  distances  apart,  and  cropping 
the'ground  between  the  ro\\'s  with  small- 
growing  vegetables.  The  seed  drills  shouKl 
be  six  inches  wide  ^nd  four  inches  deep, 
each  containing  three  rows  of  seed  three 
inches  apart.  When  covering  the  seed 
leave  a  hollow  so  that  all  moisture  may  col- 

*'left  there.  During  Summer  keep  the  ground 
well  hoed.  In  dry  weather  place  four  inches 
deep  of  partly  rotted  manure  over  the  roots 
and  water  when  necessary.  Growing  peas 
on  trenches  is  adopted  when  extra  fine  peas 
are  wanted.     Trenches  are  dug  out  as  for 


celery,  a  layer  of  rotted  manure,  six  inches 
Jeep,'  being' placed  at  the  buitom  and  mixed 
with  the  soil  by  digging.  The  seed  is  sown 
as  advised,  and  covered  with  soil  to  within 
three  inches  of  the  lop  of  the  trench.  This 
plan  is  excellent  in  hot,  dry  weather,  as  I  lie 
manure  helps  the  plants  to  resist  drought. 

Varieties — First  Eaxly:  Sutton's  Al. 
three  to  four  feet;  Early  Giant,  three  to  four 
feet;  Empress  of  India,  four  feet;  Eclipse, 
Dwarf  and  Little  Marvel  Dwaif.

Prince  of 
Wales, Mhree  feet;  Dais}-,  dwarf;  Stratagem, 
two  feet;  Duke  of  Albany,  five  feet;  Tele- 
phone, five  feet.  Late:  Gladstone,  Auto- 
crat and  Masterpiece. 

Culture  Under  Glass*— Those  possessing 
a  greenhouse,  pit,  or  frame,  either  heated 
or  unheated,  may  grow  early  crops  of  peas 
successfully.  They  'may  be  grown  in  bor- 
ders, pots  or  boxes.  There  are  advantages 
in  using  pots  or  boxes,  as  they  can  \\t  placed 
in  positions  near  the  glass,  and  empty  cor- 
ners in  houses  can  be  filled  with  them 
which  otherwise,  perhaps,  would  be  empty. 
Light  turfy  soil,  with  a  little  leaf  mould  and 
a  sprinkling  of  bone  dust,  makes  an. excel- 
lent compost.  If  boxes  are  used  they 
should  be  from  eight  to  ten  inches  deep  and 


The  first  planting  of  early  varieties  nut 
of  doors  in  warm,  sunny  positions  may  take 
place  about  the  middle  of  March.  With  a 
little  risk  a  few  rows  may  be  planted  a  few 
days  earlier.  The  groiuid  should  be  well  dug 
before  planting.  From  the  middle  to  the  end 
of  April  is  a  good  time  to  plant  the  mid- 
season  and  late  varieties.  The  rows  for  early 
varieties  should  be  two  feet  apart,  the  seed 
tubers  being  ten  to  twelve  inches  froril  each 
other.  In  the  case  of  mid-season  varieties  of 
moderate  growth  the  rows  should  be  two 
and  one-half  feet  apart,  and  the  sets  twelve 
inches  apart  in  the  row.  Later,  strong  grow- 
ing sorts  are  planted  in  rows  two  and  one- 
half  feet  apart,  allowing  sixteen  inches  be- 
tween the  sets  in  the  rows.  Early  potatoes 
f#e  planted  four  inches  deep,  the  second  early 
and  latfr  varieties  five  to  si^c  inches  deep 
respectivelyv  The -land  is  kept  free  from 
weeds  by  hoeing  until  the  tops  of  the  pota- 
toes meet  in  the  row. 

Earthing  Up — This  consists  in  drawing 
up  the  soil  with  a  draw  hoe  from  between 
the  rows  and  placing  it  round  the  stents  four 
or  five  inches^  deep.  ^This  prevelits  the 
roots  from  getting  dry  quickly  in  hot  weather, 
and  so  encourages  a  stronger  growth;  it  also 
prevents  those  potatoes  nearest  the  surface 


KEEPING  A  FEW  GEESE 


Ever  since  the  days  when  a  tlock  of 
geese  saved  Rome  by  their  shrill  cries,  these 
birds  have  been  popular.  Not,  however, 
because  of  their  vocal  powers,  but  rather 
in  spite  of  them.  The  noise  made  by  geese 
makes  them  rather  undesirable  for  small 
places,  but  when  there  is  sufficient  land  for 
them  ^o.roam  about,  they  may  be  kept  to 
advantage.  There  are  hundreds  of  acres 
of  meadow  and  marsh  land  where  geese 
would  thirve  and  find  their  living  for  most 
of  the  year. 

On  estates  of  some  size  geese  are  well 
worth  keeping,  although  it  may  not  be  pos- 
sible to  give  them  a  wide  range.  Several 
varieties  are  very  attractive  and  the  flesh 
of  young  geese  is  highly  prized  by  those 
who  are  familiar  with  its  flavor.  In  some 
parts  of  the  country  the  goose  is  consid- 
ered the  Christmas  bird,  just  as  the  turkey 
is  expected  to  crown  the  feast  on  Thanks- 
giving Day.  Great  numbers  of  gdese  are 
raised  in  the  Eastern  part  of  Canada  and 
shipped  to  the  United  States  in  time  for  the 
holiday  trade.  Some  varieties  of  geese  are 
raised  for  ornamental  purposes  only  and  are 
to  be  seen  on  the  ponds  of  well  planned 
estates. 


from  becoming  green.  If  the  land  is  rather 
poor  a  light  dressing  of  nitrate  of  soda  a 
few  days  later  would  help  towards  securing 
a  heavy  cr^p. 

Storing — A  common  and  satisfactory 
manner  is  to  "clamp"  the  potatoes  in  the 
open*  Thl^  is  done  by  placing  on  the 
ground  a  layer  of  straw  two  inches  deep,  and 


'1  he  two  most  common  practical  purpose 
geese  are  the  Emden  and  the  Toulouse 
breeds,  the  former  pure  white  and  the  latter 
gray-  Geese  of  both,  vajieties  weigh  abojut 
twenty  pounds  when  well  matured.  Speci- 
mens weighing  considerably  more  are  often 
seen.  Possibly  Toulouse  geese  are  rather 
the  more  common,  but  both  breeds  give 
satisfaction  and  yield  a  large  amount  of 
meat.  African  geese  are  also  bred  for  meat 
purposes.  They  are  gray  in  color  and  made 
conspicuous  by  a  curious  knob  at  the  base 
of  the  beak. 

Although  the  Chinese  goose  weighs  ten 
pounds  and  is  M-ell  adapted  to  market  pur- 
poses, the  breeders  are  few  and  the  breed  is 
usually  classed  among  the  ornamentals. 
There  are  two  varieties,  white  and  brown, 
and  with  them,  as  with  the  .Africans,  there 
is  a  knob  on  the  head.  These  birds  are 
stylish  and  handsome  and  make  a  fine  ap- 
pearance in  a  pond  or  about  the  grounds. 

Another  breed  often  seen  in  public  and 
private  aviaries  is  the  Canadian  wild  goose, 
which  is  easily  domesticated  and  very  pleas- 
ing to  the  eye.  The  body  color  is  gray  and 
the  head  and  neck  black,  while  there  are 
white  marks  on  the  cheeks.-  In  some  parts 
of  the  country  many  of  these  birds  are  brfed 
in  captivity  to  be  used  as  decoys  for  entic- 
ing wild  gttst  flying  South  within  gunshot. 
Old  geese  are  tethered  on  the  shore,  while 
a  number  of  young  birds  are  confined  in 
cages  a  little  distance  away.  When  a  flock 
of  wild  birds  appears,  the  young  geese  are 
liberated.  They  fly  out  over  the  water,  but 
soon  hear  the  call  of  the  old  birds  on  the 
shore  and  return.  The  wild  geese  follow, 
only  to  fall  before  the  bullets  of  the  hidden 
hunters.  The  flesh  of  the  Canadian  goose 
is  highly  prized  by  epicures. 

Egyptian  geese  are  small,  variegated  in 
color  and  purely  ornamental,  the  only  goose 
the  feathers  of  which  are  at  all  brilliant. 
Though  handsome  and  apparently  well 
fitted  to  adorn  a  private  aviary,  they  are 
not  in  favor  because  of  their  belligerent 
tendencies.  They  are  sure  to  make-  war  op 
any  other  birds  with  which  they  may  be  con- 
iTfied  and  have  been- known  to  cause  a  heavy 
loss  by  killing  several  other  ornamental 
specimens  outright. 

Althougii  \QT\  odd  and  interesting,  and 
having  a  place  in  the  American  Standard  of 
Perfection,  Sebastopol  geese  are  rare  in  this 
country.  The  oddity  of  their  appearance 
lies  in  the  fact  that  their  pure,  white 
feathers  are  long  and  silky,  streaming  to 
^tke  gi'ound.  Feathers  lifteen  inches  long 
are  sometimes  seen.  These  birds  are  not 
accounted  particularly  hard  to  raise  and  of 
course  are  highly  ornamental. 

■•  All  geese  of  the  practical  purpose  breeds 
are  exceedingly  hardy  and  very  easy  to  raise. 
It  is  not  necessary  to  have  a  tight  house  with 
various  furnishings  as  when  keeping  hens.  A 
rough  shed  will  suflice  for  shelter.  Much  of 
the  time  will  be  spent  in  the  open,  anyway. 
A  goose  will  tuck  her  feet  under  her  iieavy 
quilt  of  feathers  and  settle  down  comfortably 
in  a  blizzard,  moving  only  often  enough  to 
keep  from  being  buried  under  a  snow  bank. 
1(  is  advisable,  however,  to  give  the  birds 
some  sort  (j/  shelter  in  Winter,  to  offer  pro- 
tection wJien  high  winds  blow. 

Being  grazing  creatures,  geese  thrive  on 
pasture,  and  when  they  have  a  wide  stretch 
of  grass  land  to  roam  over,  they  will  need 
almost  no  grain.  When  confined,  it  is  im- 
perative that  they  be  given  grass  or  other 
green  food  in  abundance.  Wheat,  oats  and 
corn  may  be  given  as  a  grain  ration  when 
needed.  Cioslings  will  eat  grass  froiTTltre-^ 
first  day,  but  for  the  first  few  months  need 
a  little  crumbly  mash  or  scalded  cracked  corn 
three  times  a  day. 

It  is  commonly  supposed  that  geese  must 
have  water  in  which  to  swim,  but  this  is  not 
a  fact  Thousands  of  geese  are  raised  and 
marketed  without  ever  using  their  webbed 
feet  in  a  pond  or  stream.  A  cask  sunk  into 
the  ground  will  make  a  satisfactory  substi- 
tute for  a  swimming  hole,  but  often  water  is 


given  only  in  a  bucket.  wii«ch  is  set  between 
four  stakes  driven  tirmly  into  the  ground  to 
prevent  its  being  tipped  over  by  the  heavy 
birds. 

There  is  no  need  of  renewing  liie  tlock 
every  year  as  with  hens.  Breeding  geciC 
may  be  kept  for  many  years,  so  that  all  the 
goslings  raised  may  be  disposed  of  before 
cold  weather  comes,  unless  the  grower  de- 
sires to  keep  a  number  of  them  along  to 
serve  on  the  table  in  the  course  of  the  Win- 
ter. Geese  live  to  be  very  old,  but  the 
ganders  have  a  tendency  to  become  cross 
after  they  reach  the  age  of  six  or  seven 
years  and  usually  are  not  kept  much  long?r 
than  ten  years  at  any  rate.  Sometimes  they 
become  so  bellicose  that  they  will  attack  wo- 
men and  children  and  they  are  able  to  cau'--c 
a  serious  injury  with  their  powerful  wings. 
The  females  are  commonly  kept  somewhat 
longer  than  the  ganders. 

Geese  are  polygamists  but  in  a  limited 
way.  It  is  customary  to  mate  a  gander  with 
two  or  three  geese.  When  once  made,  mat- 
ings  often  last  for  many  years,  the  ganders 
paying  no  attention  to  other  geese.  It  is  not 
advisable  to  mate  geese  undcf  three  years  of 
age,  for  which  leaaOti  the  man  or  woman 
who  desires  to  make  an  immediate  start  in 
the  breeding  of  geese  sh.o«ld  purchase  mate4 


filled  with  soil  pressed  fairly  firm.  The  peas 
are  put  two  inches  apart  and  two  inches 
deep.  If  pots  are  used,  those  eight  or  nine 
inches  wide  are  a  convenient  ^izc.  Seeds 
are  shown  towards  the  middle  of  November 
and  again  about  the  same  time  in  Decem- 
ber, whether  for  pots,  boxes  or  borders. 
Place  in  a  temperature  of  from  35  to  45 
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mature  birds.     It  is  always  well     to     havC; 
geese  mated  and  in  their  permanent  quarters 
as  early  as  possible  in  the  year,  as  they  need 
some  time  to  getacquainted  with  their  suiv- 
roundings. 

Geese  lay  frohi  a  dozen  to  fifty  eggs  a 
season,  depending  upon  breed  and  strain.  Th« 
Toulouse  has  the  reputation  of  being  a  bet- 
ter egg  producer  than  the  Emden,  Except 
the  Toulouse,  the  common  geese  are  satis- 
factory mothers,  but  if  is  customary  to  set 
the  first  eggs  laid  under  hens  in  order  to  in- 
duce the  geese  to  lay  a  larger  number.  The 
geese  like  barrels  or  old  boxes  placed  in  out 
of  the  way  spots  for  their  nests  and  thirty 
days  are  required  for  incubating  the  eggs. 
The  goslings  must  have  water  to  drink  from 
the  first  day,  but  should  not  be  allowed  to 
swim  imtil  "the  feathers  come.  la  fact,  it  is 
well  to  get  them  under  cover  when  rain  falls 
for  the  first  few  weeks,  while  they  are  cov- 
ered only  with  down. — E.  I.  Farrington.

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degrees.  The_  secret  of  success  is  to  keep 
them  cool  during  Winter,  giving  air  on  all 
possible  occasions.  As  soon  as  the  plants 
are  above  ground,  the  nearer  the  glass  they 
can  be  placed  the  better.  They  should  be 
staked  when  four  or  five  inches  high..  They 
must  be  watered  with  great  care.  The 
grower  should  not  attempt  to  force  the 
peas  by  giving  a  high  temperature  and  moist 
atmosphere;  the  experiment  is  sure  to  prove 
a  failure.  The  only  time  it  is  safe  to  hurry 
the  peas  a  little  is  when  the  pods  are  half 
grown.  Little  Marvel  and  harbinger  are 
good  sorts  for  this  purpose. 
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To  grow  potatoes  .successfully,  well 
drained  and  well  cultivated  soil  is  essential. 
If  inclined  to  be  a  little  sandy  it  will  be  all 
the  better.  Heavy, -clayey  soil  may  be  made 
suitable  by  draining  and  by  adding  som^  road 
grit  and  half  decayed  strawey  manure  in 
Autumn  or  Winter.  Vv'ith  poor,  ^hallow 
soil,  ov^erlying  gravel,  the  grower  is  handi- 
capped; without  deep  digging  and  generous 
manuring  the  yield  would  be  scarcely  more 
than  the  weight  of  the  seed  planted.  A 
good  custom  is  to  plant  potatoes  in  land 
that  has  been  heavily  manured  the  previous 
season  for  other  crops,  bul  a  belter  plan  is 
to  trench  and  liberally  manure  the  Autumn 
or  Winter  previous  to  planting.  By.  this 
plan  heavier  crops  and  better  quality  tubers 
are  secured.  It  is  the  middle-sized  potatoes 
that  are  reserved' for  seed.  After  the  usable 
and  small  potatoes  have  been  harvested  and 
stored  let  flfosc  selected  for  seed  remain  in 
the  ground  a  few  days  longer.  Then  I  hey 
are  lifted  and  placed  in  shallow  boxes,  one 
layer  in  each  box,  and  kept  in  a  cool,  light, 
air\  loft  or  shed  from  which  fro.^^t  is  ex- 
cluded, wlicre  they  remain  until  required 
for  planting,  say  towards  the  end  of  March 
in  the  case  of  the  early  ones,  and  for  later 
ones  the  second  week  in  April.  By  then 
the  eyes  or  buds  will  have  started  to  grow. 
If  there  arc  more  than  two  growths  on  a 
plant,  rub  off  the  weaker  before  planting. 
Plant'  with  the  growths  upwards  and  place 
the  soil  over  them  with  care,  so  that  the 
young"  growth  is  not  damaged.  The  value 
of  a  change  of  seed  has  long  been  rcco.g- 
nized  by  specialists,  but  is  not  so  well  known 
to  the  general  public. 


.  over  a  space  three  feet  wide;  the  length  is. 

'  -governed  by  the  quantity  to  store.  Place  the 
potatoes  on  the  straw  and  build  a  ridge  to  the 
height  of  two  and  one-half  to  three  feet. 
Cover  the  sides  and  ton  with  straw  to  the 
3epth  of  nine  inches,  then  with  six  inches  of 
soil.'  Every  nine  feet  a  hole,  stuffed  with 
straw,  is  left  for  ventilation.  Potatoes  may 
■be  stored  in  any  cool,  dark  shed  available 
if  safe  from  injury  by  frost.  Too  mij,ch  light 
causes  the  tubers  to  become  green  and  use- 
less for  cooking. 

Forcing — The  potato  lends  itself  readily 
to  forcing,  which  may  be  carried  out  in  vari- 
•^us  ways;  planting  in  heated  pits,  frames,  or 
growing  in  pots  or  boxes.  Turfy  soil,  broken 
fairly  small  and  passed  through  a  sieve  (one- 
inch  mesh),  mixed  with  an  equal  quantity  of 
leaf  soil,  forms  a  suitable  compost.  To 
obtain  a  crop  at  the  end  of  March  the  tubers 
are  planted  about  the  middle  of  November. 
A  fresh  planting  should  be  carried  out  every 
month  for  successional  crops  until  planting 
time  in  the  open  arrives.  Seeds  for  early 
"^^knting  should  be  saved  from  forced  plants 
(those  wlVich  are  ripe  in  April) ;  they  will 
start  into  growth  imfhediately,  whereas  later 
saved  seeds  would  be  a  long  time  in  starl- 
ing. 

Varieties — Sharpe's  Victor  and  Express 
arc  amongst  the  best  of  the  early  varieties, 
both  for  forcing  and  for  an  earl}'  crop  out- 
doors. Veitch's  Improved  Ash  Leaf  is  also 
jixcellent.  Among  the  many  mid-season 
varieties  Duke  of  York  and  Windsor  Castle 
are  still  among  the'best;  other  good  ones  are 
Southern  Queen.  Britannia  and  British 
C}ueen.  One  of  the  most  popular  late 
varieties  is  the  Factor.  Up-to-date,  if  a 
change  of  seed  is  desired,  is  hard  to  beat. 
King  Edward  VII.  is  now  largely  gnjwn  for 
market;  it  is  a  round  red  potato,

The  best  way  to  destroy  thistles  is  to 
cut  them  down  when  in  blossom,  about  four 
inches  from  the  ground.  A  few  may  appear 
the  second  year,  but  if  they  are  cut  off  that 
will  be  the  end  of  the  pests. 


.\ugust  is  an  o(i'  month  for  poultry;  few 
eggs  are  produced  as  a  rule  and  the  hens  be- 
gin to  moiilt. 

Being  a  trying  month  for  the  fowls,  par- 
ticularly good  treatment  should  be  given 
them,  which  means  that  they  should  have  an 
abundance  of  shade,  plenty  of  cold  water,  a 
liberal  allowance  of  green  food,  cool  earth 
in  which  to  scratch,  and  thoroughly  well- 
ventilated  houses.  , 

The  green  food  may  consist  of  grass  clip- 
pings, lettuce  leaves,  Swiss  chard,  ,and  other 
products  of  the  garden.  It  will  be  wise  to 
sow  a  little  Dwarf  Essex  rape  this  month,  if 
space  can  be  found  for  it,  for  it  will  provide 
a  gre'en  ration  until  long  in  the  Winter,  not 
being  damaged  by_t)ie  frosts. 

Comparatively  little  corn  should  be  fed 
at  this  season,  as  it  is  more  heating  than  most 
other  grains. 

'  The  water  vessels  should  be  refilled  sev- 
eral times  a  day  with  cold  water,  and  should 
be  kept  In  the  shade.  Glazed  earthenware 
drinking  vessels  are  better  than  those  made 
of  metal. 

If  the  poultry  yards  are  small,  a  spade  or 
a  hand-plough  can  be  used  in  them  to  great 
advantage  two  or  three  times  a  week.  If 
the  earth  is  turned  up  at  night,  the  f^vls  will 
have  nothing  less  than  a  picnic  in  the  morn- 
ing, getting  many  bugs  and  worms,  as  well  as 
healthful  exercise. 

It  is  an  excellent  plan  to  separate  the 
male  birds  from  tbe  hens  during  the  moult- 
ing season.  Indeed,  if  more  than  two  or 
three  males  in  a  flock  of  twenty-four  or 
twenty-five  birds  are  kept  during  the  Winter,  ^ 
it  will  be  at  a  loss.  The  best  plan  is  to  get 
rid  of  all  bul  two  or  three  lirst-class  roosters, 
which  may  be  retained  to  make  up  the  breed- 
ing pens  in  the  Spring.  If  the  suburban  poul- 
try-keeper does  not  raise  his  chicke^is,  or  if 
he  buys  his  eggs  for  incubation,  he  will  be 
wise  not  to  keep  any  male  birds. 

No  poultry  yard  can  be  kept  in  a  sanitary 
condition  if  all  sorts  of  scraps  are  thrown 
into  it.  Nothing  that  the  fowls  will  not  eat 
up  clean  should  be  given  them,  imless  care 
is  taken  to  remove  all  refuse. 

If  the  growing  chicks  are  to  thrive,  they 
must  not  be  crowded  at  night.  Give  I  hem 
plenty  of  roosting  room. 

The  lice  problem  is  sure  to  force  itself 
upon  the  poultry-keeper  in  August,  if  the 
weather  is  hot.  The  mites  are  particularly 
troublesome,  multiplying  by  the  million^. 
They  crawl  on  the  birds  at  night  and  leave 
them  when  morning  comes,  so  that  the  fowls 
do  not  get  rid  of  them  by  dusting,  as  they  do 
of  body  lice. 

If  the  perches  arc  detachable,  they 
should  be  given  a  bath  of  kerosene  or  some 
prepared  lice  eradicator  once  a  week,  and  all 
the  cracks  and  crevices  in  the  house  near  the 
roosts  should  be  sprayed  or  painted  with 
kerosene  or  a  lice-keller.

It  is  rei'orted  that  the  Emperor  Francis  Joseph, 
of  Austria-Hungary,  is  very  ill.  His  long  'ife  has 
been  full  of  sorrows  and  its  close  is  likely  to  be  dark 
indeed.  He  has  been  a  good  nun  and  though  his 
hand  may  have  signed  the  paper  thai  has  plunged 
the  nations  of  the  world  Into  war  it  is  not  Believed 
that  the  plan   was  of  his  making. 


Tiie  war  in  Europe  which  began  with  Austria's 
attack  on  the  little  kingdom  of  Servia,  has  spread 
to  Asia.  On  Sunday  last  Japan  declared  war  i.ainst 
Germany,  and  began  to  bombard  the  German  fort- 
ress of  Tsing  Tao,  in  China.  The  .lapanese  declare 
that  they  do  not  desire  to  seize  any  territory  and 
it  is  reported  by  students  of  what  is  going  on  among 
nations  that  Germany  is  making  advances  on  China 
of  which  her  people  are  afraid.  The  Japanese 
dread  the  coming  of  any  European  nation  to  the 
coast  of  Asia. 

Victoria's  part  of  the  First  Canadian  Con- 
tingent is  on  the  way  to  the  front.  The  members 
of  the  5th  Keciment  went  Wednesday  afternoon, 
and  the  Highlanders  and  the  Fusiliers  left  Friday 
morning.  All  ar«  brave  men,  filled  with  a  sense 
of  duty.  They  carry  with  them  the  good  wishes 
of  their  fellow  citizens,  and  the  love  of  many 
friends  and  relatives.  We  know  they  have  as 
brave  hearts  as  ever  the  men  had  in  the  old  days 
who  went  out  to  m«et  the  foe  and  that  they  will 
b«  as  ready  as-they  to  face  danger   and  andttf«- 


before  the  news  tluit  the  army  of  the  allii-s  h;id 
suffered  a  defeat  reached  America.  The  light 
lasted  from  llie  I7tli  to  the  2  1st  of  August.  The 
Germans  declare  they  have  taken  10,000  prisoners 
and  5^  guns,  while  the  news  from  London  ad- 
mits that  Nanuir  has  fallen  with  five  of  its  forts. 
In  the  South  the  French  have  been  forced  to  re- 
tire over  the  frontier.  Both  in  Belgiun)  and  Alsace 
lh..re  have  been  fierce  encounters  of  sinali  bodies 
of  tcpops,  where  French  or  Belgians  have  been  suc- 
cessful. But  the  Grmans  were  not  checked,  and 
and  now  hope  to  reach  Paris,  Already,  it  is  said, 
the  German  troops  have  left  behind  them*  in 
towns  they  have  taken,  William  II.,  Emper<jr  of 
Rurope.  If  Emperor  William  really  has  any  such 
idea  as  this  he  must  be  n)ai.l.  indeed.  It  is  one 
thing  to  conquer  little  Belgium  (and  \\c  has  not 
done  that  yet),  but  it  Is  another  thing  to  destroy 
or  subdue  the  armies  of  Europe.  Already  the 
Austrian  armies  have  l>een  driven  from  Servia,  and 
the  Russians  are  advancing  through  Eastern  Prus- 
sit  aiiii  Galicia.  The  German  fleet  is  behind  the 
forts  of  Heligoland  and  Kiel.  Merchant  ship^  are 
crossing  the  Atlantic  in  safety,  and  the  route  to 
the  East  is  open.  The  month  of  August  will  be 
almost  over  before  you  read  this  and  thousands  of 
brave,  good  men  who  six  weeks  ago  were  doing 
useful,  work  have  fallen  because  Germany  wants 
more  power  and  more  territory.  Great  Britain 
is  In  this  war  because  she  would  not  break  her 
word.  Life  itself  is  worthless  without  honor, 
whether  to  a  man  or  a  nation.

rains  in  Iceland 


The  Vikings  are  to  build  themselves  a  railway. 
The  descendants  of  thp-Se  bold  sea-rovers  who 
were  the  tyrants  of  Europe  a  thousand  years  ago, 
who  penetrated  into  the  Arctic  regions,  and  dis- 
covered America  centuries  before  Colun'.bus,  are 
to  have  a  railway  in  their  land  of  ice  and  lire,  a 
railway  in .  place  of  their  bridle-tracks  and  their 
rough,   hardly   passable  roads. 

Iceland,  the  home  of  th£  Vikings  today,  is 
mostly  Ice  and  snow  on  the  surface,  while  Irom  its 
fiery  heart  rise  twenty  volcanoes,  each  of  which 
has  been  active  since  the  haidy  Vikings  landed. 
And  amid  the  ice  and  snow  hot  springs  i-nd  gey- 
sers are  always  playing.  Some  are  cool  enough 
for  washing  purposes,  some  for  bathing;  some  are 
hot  enough  for  cooking.  The  steam  from  some 
of  the  hot  springs  reaches  the  ait  at  such  at  tem- 
perature as  to  show  that  it  has  been  given  otf  by 
water  much   above   boiling-point. 

The  people  themselves  do  not  live  in  the  heart 
of  the  island,  but  near  such  parts  of  the  coast  as 
slope  down  to  the  sea,  where,  although  corn  can- 
not be  grown,  a  sort  of  wild  oats  can,  and  various 
forms  of  moss  and  grasses  which  feed  the  Iceland 
cattle,  sheep  ajid  ponies.  The  Icelanders  are 
proud  of  themselves  as  an  educated  people;  they 
have  newspapers  and  libraries  and  schools,  and  a 
%hild  of  ten  who  could  not  read'  would  be  regarded 
as  a  hopeless  freak. 

As  has  been  said,  the  Icelanders  are  proud  of 
their  past,  and  they  take  exalted  visitors  to  Thlng- 
veller,  on  which,  for  nearly  a  thousand  years,  the 
laws  have  been  given  to  the  people.  Another 
place  to  which  they  take  the  traveller  Is  to  the 
Great  Geyser  of  the  island.  Thingveller  is  the 
temple  of  laws,  and  esteemed  by  these  Vikings  as 
Sinai  i?  by  the  .lew.S;  the  gfty-ser  is  the  most  sur-

hardship. 


Last  week  we  learned  of  the  death  of  Pope 
Pius  X.,  the  head  of  the  great  Roman  Catholic 
Church,  to  which  many  of  you  belong.  It  is  right 
that  all  children  should  learn  the  story  of  his  life. 
It  was  seventy-nine  years  last  Junc^,  since,  in  the  lit- 
tle Italian  village  of  Reiss,  Guisippe  Sarto  was  born. 
His  parents  were  poor  and  he  was  one  of  a  large 
family.  But  lowly  though  the  home  was,  it  was 
full  of  happiness,  and  the  pious  mother  of  the  little 
Gulseppe  soon  saw  in  her  son  signs  of  great  ability 
and  goodness.  She  hoped  he  would  choose  the 
life  of  the  priesthood,  and  was  glad  when  he  asked 
If  he  might  be  spared  to  go  to  the  seminary  to 
study.  After  studying  at  Riese,  Treviso  and  Padua, 
Guiseppe  Sarto  was  ordained  r'''est  at  the  age  of 
twenty^three.  For  nine  years  he  served  as  curate 
in  a  little  church.  His  people  were  simple  country 
folk,  but  they  learned  to  love  and  revere  the  gentle 
pastor  who  shared  the  griefs  of  the  sorrowful, 
helped  the  poor,  and  led  the  sinful,  gently  to.  a 
better  life.  Step  by  step  the  good  priest  rose, 
yet  he  was  always  humble  and  faithful.  He  studied 
hard  'and  his  superiors  saw  that  he  was  not  only 
good  but  learned.  Pope  Leo  XIII.  wanted  some- 
one to  fill  the  place  of  patriarch  in  Venice  and 
could  think  on  no  one  who  could  do  it  so  well 
as  this  gentle,  pious  but  wise  scholar.  In  this  high 
place  Cardinal  Sarto  showed  love  to  all.  and  such 
wisdom  that  he  wis  trutted  with  the  gifts  of  rich 
men  who  were  not  members  of  his  churches.  The 
office  of  Pppe  became  vacant  and  his  fellow  cardi- 
nals chose  Guiseppie  to  fSlJ  it.  This  was  eleven 
years  ago.  But  though  h^  was  head  of  the  church, 
the  life  of  the  Pope  was  as  simple  as  when  he  lived 
in  his  peasant  home.  His  sisters  lived  near  him 
and  tended  him  when  he  was  sick.  He  loved 
children,  and  was  courteous  to  all,  but  on  the  pon- 
tiff's throne,  as  when  a  priest,  or  a  little  child  he 
did  what  be  believed  to  be  right,  no  matter  what 
the  consecutence  was  or  who  opposed  him.  The 
whole  world,  Protestant  as  well  as  Catholic  mourns 
the  death  of  this  holy  man. 


The  World's  Work  tells  a  story  abcnit  the  com- 
mander-in-chief of  the  British  forces  in  France  that 
you  all  ought  to  know.  It  says:  "Sir  John  French, 
sixty-two  years  of  age  is  one  of  the  foremost 
generals  of  the  British  army.  He  stands,  with  the 
exception  of  Seciretary  of  War,  Earl  Kitchener,  as 
probably  the  most  striking  military  figure  in  Eng- 
land. His  eventful  career  has  led  him  to  India, 
Africa  and  Canada,  and  always  with  brilliant  re- 
sults. In  the  Boer  War  he  was  the  one  English 
general  who  was  uniformly  successful.  His  soldiers 
were  popularly  supposed  to  have  had  no  sleep. 
At  the  time  of  the  siege  of  Kimberlcy,  he  was  shut 
up  in  Ladysmith  with  the  Boer  lines  ever  circling 
closer,  and  no  retreat  possible  for  the  English 
troops,  even  if  they  had  wanted  it.  But  if  Kim- 
berley,  with  its  great  treasure  of  diamonds  was  to 
be  saved  from  the  Boers  the  beleaguered  troops 
had  to  be  relieved  and  Sir  John  was  apparently 
the  only  man  who  could  accomplish  it.  The  Boers 
were  allowing  trains  to  run  out  of  Ladysmith 
carrying  the  women  and  children  to  safety,  and 
in  one  of  these — by  squeezing  under  the  seat 
of  a  second-class  carriage — French  managed 
to  escape.  Once  outside  the  Boer  lines 
he  made  his  way  to  the  Cape,  where 
he  was  put  in  charge  of  about  eight 
thousand  cavalrymen.  With  horses  dropping  every 
mile,  stopping  only  long  enough  to  annihilate  every 
Boer  force  sent  to  impede  their  progress,  he  swept 
through  the  Free  States,  riding  both  day  and  night 
until  he  reached  Kimberley.  He  was  just  in  time. 
Two  days  more  would  have  seen  its  enforced  sur- 
render. ^.  His  family  intended  Sir  John  for  the 
church,  but  he  chose  the  navy  instead,  and  joined 
the  Britannia.  However,  he  left  the.  navy  for  the 
army  in  1874,  and  in  a  long  series  of  battles  he 
sooiTproved-his  military  skill.  He  commanded  the 
19th  Hussars  from  1889  to  1903,  rising  steadily 
in  rank  after  that  until,  in  1<)07  he  was  made  in- 
spector-general of  the  forces,  and  in  1913  Field 
Marshal.  His  once  fair  hair  is  gray  now,  but  his 
Irish  blue  eyes  have  not  lost  their  sparkle,  and  his 
keenness  for  long  tramping  has  kept  down  the  extra 
pounds  which  his  stocky  figure  has  shown  a  ten- 
dency to  put  on.'' 


At  the  beginning  of  the  week  the  German 
armies  had  advanced  through  Belgium  and  entered 
Brussels,  levying  a  war  tax  of  $40,000,000.  The 
Belgian  Government  had  gone  to  Antwerp,  which 
was  strongly  fortified.  The  Germans  spread  them- 
selves along  both  banks  of  the  Meuse  and  laid 
seige  to  Namur.  In  the  meantime  the  French, 
English  and  Belgians  had  taken  up  a  position  near 
Mons,  in  ordej  to  prevent  the  enemy  from  entering 
France.  On  the  Alsatian  frontier,  the  French  were 
in  German  territory  and  had  recaptured  Muel- 
baasen  in  AUace.  Many  battles  had  been  fought 
in  which  both  sides  proved  their  bravei^,  but  the 
German  forts  on  the  one  side,  and  the  French  on 
the  other  were  still  Untouched.  In  Belgium,  how- 
ever, the  tide  of  war  h?d  rolled  East  to  Namur, 
leaving  Antwerp  still  untouched.     It  was   Monday

"That's  one  day  to 
get  lost  and  come  back,  ami  another  day  to  get  to 
the  top;"  He  dodged  the  nosebag  which  Napper 
threw  at  him,  and  went  to  saddle  up  his  pony. 

Billy  led  the  pack  pony  when  we  set  out,  and 
Napper  led  the  way.

We  have  lately  been  face  to  face  with  an  air 
mystery  of  today,  and  reminded  of  another  which 
takes  us  back  to  a  tragic  secret  of  seventeen  years 
ago.  The  first  was  a  mystery  of  an  aeroplane, 
piloted  by  Gustav  Hamel,  the  most  daring  and 
successful  of  English  airmen,  who,  flying  from 
Calais  to  London,  set  out  over  the  sea  in  bad 
^weather,  was  lost,  apparently  in  a  fog,  and  no 
more  seen.  Aeroplane  and  man  disappeared  as 
completely  as  if  neither  had  ever  been,  and  ships 
of  the  French  and  British  Navies  sought  far  and 
near   in    vain.  \^ 

While  this  tragic  event  was  arousing  the  whole 
country  to  pitying  interest,  a  cable  brought  a  re- 
port of  the  discovery  of  the  remnants  of  a  balloon 
in  a  forest  in  Eastern  Siberia,  supposed  to  have 
been  that  in  which  Salomon  August  Andree,  a 
Swedish  engineer,  set  sail  on  July  11,  189  7,  with 
two  companions  from  Spitzbergen,  in  a  madly  gal- 
lant attempt  to  reach  the  North  Pole.  The  balloon, 
which  contained  five  tons  of  supplies,  saJrfd  away 
to  the  northeast,  and  was  never  seen  again.  Like 
■La  Perouse  in  the  Southern  Pacific,  and  Franklin  in 
the  lone  Arctic,  the  three  men  vanished,  and  ex- 
pedition after  expedition  has  sought  for  them 
without  success.  Many  rumors  have  been  circu- 
lated of  the  discovery  of  their  remains,  but  all  have 
been  disproved,  and  in  the  absence  of  confirmation, 
it  can  only  be  hoped  that  this  new  report  is  true. 

Andree  failed,  as  he  was  bound  to  fail,  and 
paid  for  failure  with  his  life.  He  might  never 
have  succeeded,  but,  in  any  case,  he  started  too 
soon  to  have  a  chance.  He  hoped,  by  the  use  of 
sails,  to  steer  his  balloon  in  the  way  it  should  go. 
He  was  a  few  years  too  soon  for  the  steerable  air- 
ship— that  came  after  he  had  gone  to  his  chilly 
tomb;  but  Wellman  failed  again  and  again  in  a 
dirigible  to  sail  from  Spitzbergen  by  the  same 
course  along  which  Andree  had  sailed  to  his-\looin.

ABOUT  A  BIRD  BATH 


Describing  how  she  made  a  bird  bath  for  her 
lawn  a  lady  says  in  Our  Dumb  Animals:  I  took  a 
wooden  chopping  bowl,  placed  ii;  the  bottom  of  it 
a  chunk  of  sod,  from  the  roots  of  which  1  had 
washed  most  of  the  dirt,  filled  it  with  water,  and 
set  it  on  a  post  which  had  been  driven  down  in 
the  middle  of  my  back  lawn.  My  flower  and  vege- 
table garden  were  only  a  few  paces  aw-iy,  and  both 
lawn  and  garden  were  surrounded  with  trees. 

There  was  scarcely  a  day  during  the  Summer 
when  birds  did  not  come  to  drink  and  bathe.  The 
post  was  made  su^tliciently  high  to  protect  the 
birds  while  bathing  from  the  cats;  and  they  liked 
the  sod  in  the  water,  as  it  made  a  good  safe  bed 
for  them  to  bathe  upon,  and  the  long  spears  of 
grass  sticking  aboVe  the  water  gave  them  con- 
fidence. 

The  reflection  from  the  surface  of  the  water, 
like  that  from  a  minor,  could  be  seen  for  a  long 
distance,  and  this  bird  bath  became  the  centre 
of  bird  life  for  the  whole  neighborhood.  Robins 
came  hopping  upon  the  lawn  lo  it;  kingbirds  de- 
scended from  the  clothes-line;  the  flicker  slu)t  down 
from  his  nest  in  a  tree  trunk;  orioles  came  from  a 
neighboring  orchard;  grosbeaks  crossed  the  road 
from  their  nest  in  an  adjoining  yard;  catbirds  ven.

THE  SONG  OF  THE  TELEGRAPH 
WIRES 


Our  earth  is.  always  in  a  state  of  trembling, 
and  its  faintdr  vibrations  are  quite  sufficient  to  act 
as  a  warning  of  the  weather,  when  properly  inter- 
preted by  the  delicate  instrument  known  as  the 
seismograph. 

Prbfesor  Field,  of  Ottawa  University,  has  re- 
cently put  forward  a  theory  that  the  song  of  the 
telegraph  wires — that  curious  humming  noise  we 
have  all  heard  along  a  quiet  road  and  have  thought 
due  to  the  wind  in  the  wires — is  really  due  to  vi- 
brations imparted  to  the  wires  from  the  earth. 
The  telegraph  posts,  being  firmly  embedded  in 
the  ground,  impart  the  vibrations  of  the  earth  to 
the  wires,  and  from  their  song  we  may,  he  thinks, 
be  able  to  gather  some  indication  of  the  approach- 
ing weather.  If  the  sound  is  low,  for  example,  we 
may  expect  a  change  of  weather  in  two  days,  while 
a  sudden  short'  change  of  weather  is  apt  to  follow 
a  sharpy  sound  in  the  wires. 

If  there  is  any  authority  for  this  theory  the 
telegraph  wires  m;iy  serve  a  double  purpose,  and 
provide  us  with  a  reliable  weather  prophet, —

The  hedges  harbor  grain-eating 
birds,  rats,  and  other  enemies,  and  take  up  land 
on   which  the  farmer  thinks  he  could  grow  crops.

brought  Russia  and   France  to  swords'   points. 

While  the  Europe  of  1812  was  no  Gardpn  of  Rden  Into 
which  it  remained  for  a  daughter  of  Kvo  to  Introduce 
the  serpent  of  strife,  there  was  enough  truth  In  the  re- 
"itiark,  "which  Adams"  quotes  in  his  diary,  to  lend  a  faln^ 
color  to  its  exaggeration  and  to  malie  the  sister  of  the 
Czar  Alexander  a  figure  in  the  story  of  that  tragic 
year.  It  was  between  Elizabeth  and  Napoleon  that 
Talleyrand  proposed  a  match  at  the  Congress  of  Kings 
at  Erfurt  in  1808.  but  her  mother,  the  Dowager  Czarina, 
hastened  to  betroth  her  in  a  week  to  the  heir  of  ^l^e 
riukc  of  Oldenburg.  The  rejected  suitor  pocketed  the 
rebuff,  but  a  year  later,  when  ne  asked  for  the  hand  of 
Kliaabeth's  young  sister,  Anna,  and  the  Russians  again 
put  him  off  arid  tried  to  drive  a  hard  bargain  with  him, 
he  dropped  them  for  the  Auutrians  in  short  order,  a.nd 
engaged  himself  to  Marie  Louise. 

One  day  In  the  midst  of  the  happy  bridegroom's 
sweet  triumph  over  the  Romanoffs,  he  found  the 
dreary  dunes  of  Elizabeth's  tiny  Duchy  of  Oldenburg 
in'  his  way  and  ho  annexed  to  his  Empire  that  mere 
handf\il  of  German^  sand  by  the  North  Sea.  evicting 
from  house  and  home  the  gir»  whom  he  had  orrered  to 
make  the  Empress  of  the  French.  .The  Duchess,  return- 
ing to  Russia,  carried  her  bitter  grfevanc^  ahd  the  Caaf 
tpoW  vBP  JtMSr  quarrel.

No  on<p  knew  better  than  John  .QuUiox  Adams,  how-

To  shut  out  the  Wares  Of  British  man- 
ufacturers and  the  products  of  British 
colonies.  Napoleon  had  marched  his 
army  from  the  httrbor  of  Ltebou  to  the 
'banks  of  the  Niemen.  He  had  gathered 
all  the  Natlon.s  of  the  Continent  be- 
neath his  Bword  In  a  Continental  union 
against  his  Island  fde  and  «.'eote4  a  wail 
■of  C'litna  around   Europe.      " 

But  even  the  bayonetH  of  1,000,000 
soldiers  could  not  close  the  immemorial 
avenues  of  trade,  nor  could  Napoleon's 
big  broom  sweep  back  the  natural  cur- 
rents of  commerce.  The  war  between 
England  and  France  prostrated  the  hon- 
est business  of  the  coiastlnent  a^d  of  the 
British  tsl.es  and  brought  .o)t»  an  epi- 
demic of  bankruptcy,  but  the  ruined 
Inerchonti'^Wfe'  i-epIaeecT  b^  lOd.OIW 
smugglers.  Who.  matched  ihelr  wits 
.against  an  army   of  customs  officials. 

When  at  last  the  Emperor  found  he 
cpuld  not  stop  amugglingi  he  adopted  a 
system  of  licensing  It  and  sharing  in  Its 
profits  by  taking  50  per  cent  of  the 
value  of  certain  kinds  of  Imports  offered 
lor  sale,  All  other  smuggled  goods 
were  conflsratcd  by  him  and  «old  at 
great  auctions.  But  he  excepted  from 
Ihe  auction  the  Biltlsh  woolen  ami  cot- 
tons that  hlf  agent.i  had  welzed.  Tliewe 
were  plle4  In  heaps  and  destroyed  In 
huge  bonfires  that  lit  up  the  Empire.  All 
letters  writ! en  In  English  or  cttptui;ed  In 
transit  between  the  Continent  and  the 
British  Isles  were  also  burned,  as  iniiny 
as  100,000  being  given  to  llie  f  la  mis  on 
an   nppointed  day. 

AT  WAR  WITH  ROME 

lOvery  nation,  ami  lu'lri-d  every  house- 
hold, felt  the  burden  nf  Ihe  Continental 
.lyptem.  It  set  the  Empire  at  war  with 
the  church  (t.self.  although  the  St. 
I'etershurg  olTlcial  well  might  have 
blarnod  o  woman  for  that  nuarrcl.  and 
an  American  woman,"  too.  For  IJetav 
T'aterson  wtw  really  at  the  bottom  of 
the  unhappy  conflict  between  Rome  and 
Uti  eldest  daiiphler.  It  was  not  until  (bo 
lOmperor  u.sked  thnt  Jerornn  Itonaiini  ti''.v 
Anii-ricnn  marriage  be  annulled  that  the 
first  open  breach  occurred.  The  eccle- 
siastical niithorltlps  found,  on  InvestU 
gatinn,  that  the  ceremony  had  not  been 
performed  In  stilol  conformity  with  a 
decree  of  the  Council  of  Trent,  hUl  it 
was  also  fovmd  that  tnls  latter  df-cree 
never  liiid  bfeu  pnldished  at,  HHlt!nn>re 
and  c.-inser|uently  li;\d  ii'o  force  in  Ihat 
<llocese.  ,  I'ope  I'lus  VJl  replied  lo  the 
Emperor,  therefore,  that  th'e  marrlaee 
wa.«  \'alld  and  Ihat  he  was  powerless  to 
gratify  his  wish. 

It  may  easily  be  Imagined  with  how 
little  patience  Napoleon  saw  his  piir- 
po.ae  balked  by  a  lechnlralily  like  that, 
nnd  ihenoefi>rfh  the  relations  of  the 
lOmperor  and  the  T'opo  raiddly  went 
from  bad  to  worpc.  In  a  .year  llm 
French  troops  seized  Rome,  In  two 
years,  the  lOtemal  City' was  annexed  to 
Franee,  beeoming  only  the  rapltsl  of  Iho 
nr.i>Hrtm?nt  of  thr  Tiber,  and  riui"  wn.s 
n  |iri«onerJn  i  |o.«p  oonfln'^nifnt  Iphlfid 
the  high   garden   wnMs     of     the       arch- 


ill- 


bl.iihop'B  palace  at   Savona  on  the 
vlera. 

The  Papal  States  formed  at  the  time 
a  considerable  terrdory  lying  between 
Napoleon's  kingdom  of  Italy  and  hla 
subject  Kingdom  of  Naples,  and  he 
treated  the  aoverelgn  of  that  territory 
with  no  more  consideration  than  any 
other  soverelgti  who  happened  in  his 
way. 

It  was  to  eompet  the  pApaoy  ^Q.  re- 
nounce Us  temporal  sovereignty  that  he 
locked  up  Pius  VIL.  a  mild»  unaggres' 
sive  man  who  w&b  fi7  when  his  captivity 
began,  tout  him  <»ff  from  his  Cardinals 
and  counselors,  from  theological  books 
and  papers,  and  from  all  communication 
with  the  church.  The  captivo',««  Isolation 
was  completed  by  the  .silence  of  the 
press,  which  was  forbidden  to  allude  to 
bis  Arrest  or  his  whereaboott. 

The  Pontiff  bore  hlW  immurement  with 
hecomlnjic  testgnatlon,  but  when  re- 
quired to  surreJider  ex;en  the  ring  of 
the  fishet-man.  he  had  the  spMt  to 
break  It  In  two  before  handing  it  to  the 
Imperial  orciclal.  Moreover,  he  estab- 
lished a  continental  blockade  of  his  own 
against  Vi-  '  on.  By  his  refusal  to 
confirm  foi-  the   Empire,   many

,\'ci:hfr  udinnn  nor  religion  was  ii- 
spon.slhle  for  I  hat  liltler  .<<truRgle  be- 
tween the  lOniperor  and  the  Pope,  but 
cotton  and  calicoes,  coffee  and  siignr, 
rice,  tobacco  and  Indigo  were  Us  imder- 
lying  causes.  Even  Napoleon's  own 
lirother.  the  King  nf  Holland,  rebelled 
again.st  the"  blockade.  Keflectlng  iho  In- 
terests of  a  trading  peoph?  ovi-r  whom 
he  hud  bi'i>n  placed,  houls  d«no\ineed 
the  l';inperor'.»i  poUey  as  jitrooioUM  and 
barbannis.  and  warnnii  him  thut  It 
would  "ruin  France  and  all  the  commer- 
cial N'atlons  In  the  lOmidro  !i.-for.>  it 
could  ruin  Eneland." 

Again  It  wns  the  iibiuniionM  Yankee 
sailor  and  his  presence  In  Dtitch  p:)rtB 
that  oecasloned  ttie  trouble.  When  the 
King  of  Holland  failed  to  satisfy  his 
pxa'-tlng  brother,  the  Empeior  wrote 
him,  "Lonl.i,  you  are  Ineorrlgllde  You 
don't  T.-ant  lo  ro.ign  long."  I.*ter  he 
waroifid  him.  "This  is  the  last  letter  I 
shall  ever  write  you  In  my  life."

BERNADOTTE  CROWN  PRINCE 
If  a  broth.er  was  the  first,  a  marshal 
ol!  Napoleon's  was  th<!  second  ally  to  de- 
sert him.  The  King  of  Sweden  being 
without  an  heir,  some  Swedes,  who  had 
met  Bernadotte  wheti  he  was  command- 
ing French  forces  on  their  frontier,  pro- 
posed that  the  Marshal  should  be  adopt- 
ed as  the  successor  to  their  throne.  Ber- 
nadotte was  a  broiher-ln-law  of  Joseph 
Bonaparte,  his  son  Oscar  was  the  god- 
son of  Napoleon  himself  and  the  Swed- 
ish authorltiea  Innocftpily  supposed  that 
the  selection  would  be  highly  pl^aUjg 
,to  the  Eiyiperor. 

That  proposal  placed  Napoleon  In  a 
predicament.  If  he  refused  his  consent 
the  Swedes  might  elect  the  Archduchess 
<llzat)elirs  husband,  the  Duke  of  Olden- 
burg,' who  had  also  bei-n  suggested.  <  )n 
the  other  hand  he  had  every  reason  to 
distrust  the  loyalty  of  Bernadotto.  But

Stockholm  the  n>!W  Crown  Prince  was 
Invested  by  the  King  with  a  large  share 
of  power  and  soon  turned  upon  France 
and  his  old  commander.  He  was  anx- 
ious to  show  the  world  that  he  had 
"rlirown  off  the  yoke"  at  the  Emperor 
and  prov^  to  his  new  sttbJect.H  that  In 
cea-sing  to  he  a  Frenchman  he  had  l»e- 
cnmu  mure  Swede  than  the  ,Swedes.  The 
courts  of  Kngland  ami  Russia  hastened 
to  flatter  his  ahoundlng  conceit  and  the 
Czar  tliouKhtf\illy  sent  him  a  fine  lot 
of  Russian  furs  to  keep  the  Ciascon 
Prince  warm  In  his  ley  realm.  Napoleon 
kept  a  suspicious  eye  on  him,  but  l)e«- 
iree,  who  refused  to  stay  away  from 
Paris  even  to  enjoy  her  new  royal 
.station,  went  to  her  old  sweetheart,  the 
Emperor,  and  persuadeil  him  to  be  j>a- 
llenl   with    her  husband. 

Uii.s.-'la  having  lately  taken  Finland 
(lom  Sweden  the  Crown  Prince  began  a 
catnpalgn  to  repair  that  loss.  He  pro- 
posed lo  take  Norway  from  tiie  crown 
of  Denmark,  but  Napoleon  would  not 
consent  to  any  attack  on  hla  DaidHh 
ally  and  suggested  that  if  Sweden  Join- 
ed him  again.st  Rus.sla  he  woulil  help 
her  to  recover  Finland.  The  Fniperor, 
however,  in  his  piirpo:?e  to  close  tighter 
Ihe  port.s  of  the  Baltic  to  British  gooils 
look  Swedish  Pomeranla  and  the|^eby 
gave  mortal  offense  t"  ine  Swedes  and 
their  Crown  Prince. 

REVOLT  OF  THE  PEOPLE 

The  conthiental  .sy.stem  had  now 
openly  embroiled  Napoleon  with  the 
Pope,  the  Czar,  the  Swedes  and  with  his 
Ijrother  X,,o\ils,  while  it  had  done  more 
than  all  else  (o  embitter  the  varlotis 
peoples  of  Europe  against  him.  Its  en- 
tire -Structure,  which  for  years  he  hart 
been  laboriously  rearing,  was  rocking 
on  Its  foundations  and  threatening  to 
bury  him  nnd  hl.«<  throne  beneath  Its 
wreckHge, 

The  Emrdre  vas not  lU'-niM-ed  at  bomrt 
but  r.oin  abrond.     The  people  within  its 


England  or  the  United  States. 

Nor  did  he  hold  hla  people  In  subjec- 
tion with  his  sword,  Under  the  orders 
of  the  incompetent  and  corrupt  Dlrefc- 
tory  he  had  turned  hla  guns  oti  a  rebel- 
lious population  at  the  St epa  of  the 
Church  of  8L  Boch.  in  17>J5,  bUt  from 
the  day  of  his  own  rise  to  power  to  the 
day  of  his  downfall  he  never  pointed  a 
cannon  except  at  alien  foes.  He  ruled 
by  the  force  of  justice  and  wisdom  and 
th.e  vanit>;  of  gloryf.  Victor  Hugo  once 
said  that^ilie  two  greaieat  things  of  the 
liith  century  were  NaiVolebn  and  liberty. 
As  long  as  France  had  the  former  It 
was  content  without  the  latter. 
'  Every  door,  every  window  wus  taxed, 
and  the  youth  of  the  land  were  drafted 
Into  thf  Army  to  die  on  distant  fleld,s. 
But  had  not  the  Frenchman  beSome  the 
Roman  of  hla  time  and  the  elder  brother 
of  the  race'.'  Nor  were  thf  Italians,  thi' 
Dutch,  the  Belgians  and  the  Oermana  In 
th_e  limpireasl.tanied  to  own  allegiiinee 
to  the  master  of  Kings,  and  no  revolif- 
llon.  not  even  a  riot,  threatened  his  au- 
thorRy  anywhere. 

While  the  lands  incorporated  In  llie 
Empire  remained  Mulet,  discontent  lose 
and  spread  amon«  the  people  of  the 
allied  States,  which  Napoleon,  bed  suli- 
Jugated  without  annexing.  'I'heir  Na- 
tional pride  had  been  outraged  b.v  him. 
and  he  had  not  consoled  or  dherted 
them  with  the  Imperial  pride  of  French 
,cltixenshlp,  but  had  left  them  under  the 
misrule  oC  Princes,  whom  he  had 
brought  Into  contempt  and  who  grovel- 
ed at  his  feet.  His  own  subjects  gave 
biin  no  trunhlc,  but  the  misgoverned 
aubjeci.«!  nf  bis  vass.tls  aroused  against 
hint    the   spirit   of  I'mrlotl.-Jm. 

In  the  days  when  Kings  and  CJrand 
Dukes  were  taking  order.'^  like  field 
bands  from  their  overseer  at  -^  Paris, 
when  the  Prussian  monarch  was  limit- 
ing his  Army  to  the  number  specified 
and  dismlsKing  patriot  minlsterF.  when 
tlie  Anstri.'i'!  lOmiieror  was  ghing  his 
daughter  in  marringe  to  the  comiueror. 
booksellers  like  .lohu  Palm,  gooseherds 
like  iinelsenan  cowherd.^  Ilki'  Scliarn- 
horst.  tavern  keepers  like  .\n<lreas 
Hofer.  simple  Sfxils  like  the  maid  of 
Sai^gos.sH.  were  lifting  from  the  ilo.st 
the  .siamtards  nf  their  countries.  And  If 
culled  to  face  the  firing  stjuad.  they 
dierl  In  the  spirit  of  chlm  rejoicing  e.v- 
prc'-x.-sed  by  the  Tyrolean  I'ofer  when  he 
.said.  "I  set  ont  upon  my  Jo\iriiey  to 
Cyd." 

THE  FATAL  CHANGE 

In  the  course  of  the  long  sirnaule. 
Napoleon  hail  changed  his  base.  He 
was  not  fighting  for  a  republic  now  but 
for  a  crown,  lie  wa."  not  pulling  down 
thrones  but  setting  them  up.  Kings 
had  become  his  allies  and  the  people 
had  fallen  away  from  him.  He  was 
fighting  foi*  the  past,  not  for  the  future. 
He  was  looking  backward,  not  forward, 
and  his  moral  retreat  began  before  his 
military  retreat. 

He  himself  once  computed  that  the 
moral  force  In  war  Is  as  three  to  one  in 
comparison  with  the  physical,  thus  ms- 
thematlcally  verifying  Shikltesneare'a 
line,  *•

By  that  ineasure  Xapoteoin  Jbst  fWO' 
thirds  of  Itls  »treng|h  when  he  ceased 
to  be  the^humplon  of  freedom  and 
projtres's  and  became  a'ti  liivaflisf,  seek-  ' 
Ing  conquests.  As  the  moral  force 
passed  from  his  ranks  Into  the  ranks  of 
the  enemy,  he  substituted  batteries  for 
It,  his  Infantry  having  lost  its  old-time 
dash.  His  »t»ldlers  had  taken  Italy  with 
their  bare  hinds;  hut  Wagram  was  ilis- 
tinotly  an  fti^tlllery  success.  "The  pool- 
er the  troops,"  he  said,  v llie  more  artil- 
lery they  need."  Now  he  mu.st  win  with 
lead  where  once  he  won  with  hearts  and 
must  hurl  cannon  ball.s  at  the,  lines  of 
the  foe,  which  in  .other  times  he  had 
pierced  with  bayontts.  As  long  as  his 
men  thought  they  were  battling  for 
liberty,  they  laughed  at  death,  and 
would  mther  fight  than  eat  But  now 
drumhead  cbiirts  martial  had  become  a 
necessity  to  keep  them  from  »?hlrklng 
or.runulng  awn 

He  had  said  ;■  •  i       i    'I'l  'tilled 

to  renovate  the  social  world;  at  least  I 
think  so.  and  this  confidence  Insures 
my  success."  When  lie  jwrted  with  that 
purpose  victory  foidook  his  standards. 
While  he  fought  for  the  people  again.it 
monarchs,  while  he  foidaht  for  his  conn- 
try  against  invaders,  hi.s  .sword  was  In- 
vincible. a«  when,  With  a  few  ragged 
Republicans,  he  reuelled  army  after 
army  of  Au.slrfans  In  ih^  f«arly  Italian 
campaigns,  or,  with  30,000  inen  chanting 
the  Marseillaise,  he  leaped  the  Alps.  At 
Ulm  and  AusterlUz  and  Jena  he  still 
fouglu  for  Fr.nnce  and  destroyed  armies 
organized  to  march  on  Paris. 

■But.  tliough  he  called  out  the  might- 
iest armies  of.  modern  times,  all  his 
CMmpalgns  of  conquest  '  werii  fallnres. 
Willi  every  step  ho  took  beyond  ,lena 
he  left  behind  hlin  the  force  that  bad 
won  his  l)attle,T  and  filled  the  wi.^rjd 
with  his  fame.  In  Iho  very  next  great 
battle,  after  Jena,  ICyUiu  reminded  him 
as  he  said,  that  fortune  might  forsake 
him.  True,  he  won  at  Friedland.  but  the 
enemy  escaped  blm,  The  disasters  of 
Portugal  and  Spain  tpiickly  followed, 
ami  the  defeat  of  .'\spern-E.«sl.lng  crowil- 
ed  after  them.  He  bnrely  s.T..-d  him- 
self a  I  Wayram,  where,  ajriiin,  he  liad 
to  leave  an  opi)oslng  army   in   the  field. 

Already  lie  ban  negiin  the  practice  of 
calling  out  the  conscript.M  in  advan.'e  of 
the  .Mchednle.  Thus  he  drew  In  1808  for 
KO.OOO  boys,  who  were  not  due  lo  serve 
until  181(1.  WIlJv  nearly  1.000,000  men 
under  arms  he  took  what  he  could  get, 
however  young  or  small.  Indeed,  he  be- 
gan to  prefer  smaller  .Rotdlers  for  the 
cavalry,  because  larger  men  reciuired 
larver  horse.«.  Hl.s  "old  Krowler.t,"  who 
formerly  dellRhted  him  with  their  in- 
dependence and  "frankness,  exasperateil 
him  now.  He  re.selUed  the  taunts  and 
complaints  the  grenadiers  i«houted  at 
him  when  he  rode  Ijy.  "My  soldiers  are 
a."*  hiiive  as  it  Is  posalhle  to  be."  he  ad- 
mitted, "bill  they  are  too  much  addicted 
to  reasoning,"  He  envied  the  Czar's 
dumb,  sodden  serfs:  "If  my  men  had 
the  Imprissahle  firmness  and  docility  of 
the  Kus.alans.  the  world  would  be  too 
small  for  their  exploits." 

As  his  army  lost  Its  itatriotlc  fervor, 
his  princely  and  ducal  Qenerala  lost 
their  martial  ardor.  They  had  won  their 
batons  and  their  Rlory  flchtln|r  fer 
Franee,  and  were  chary  of  rlUdng  ttaeir 
Uurels  wltb  4«li«n«rat«  troops  In  oft«|i'' 
palirne  thai  AIM  o«t  itwiOMn  Moy  'Mti> 
ttonal  <»nt}iM|iMM|M.,.vl*. r^tr  ;  fl«%*kMt,

nightly  pltehed'their  moving  tents  ami 
no  other  place  to  go  than  war.  But  now 
they  sighed  for  i.heir  ducal  parks  and 
marble  halls, with  trains  attendant.  The 
generous  rivalry  of  young  hopes  and 
ambitions  had  given  way  to  the  arro- 
gant pride  and  bitter  jealousies  of  rank 
ami  wealth.  '  ^  . 

ANOTHER  TITANIC 

The  Army,  the  aristicracy,  the  whole 
Empire  had  lost  t'le  inspiring  llluHlon.s 
of  youth  and  had  gone  stale,  when  the 
Emperor  accepted  the  challenge  of  the 
Czar  and  hurled  himself  against  the 
Russian  Empire  like  another  Titanic 
rushing  upon  an  iceberg.  His  Independ- 
ent and  honest  counselors  were  power- 
less to  arrest  him. 

In  vain  the  economi.sls  argued  that 
Russia  had  nothing  for  France  to  take 
except  "cordage,  pilch  and  shipping 
tackle."  In  vain  the  financiers  pleaded 
that  the  finances  of  the  Empire  needed 
peace.  "On  the  contrary,"  the.  .Emperor 
ansVered,  "the  flntmces  being  embar- 
ras.'^ed,  they   neerl   war.'' 

With'  the,  Spanish  revolution  unsub- 
dued and  all  the  peoples  about  his  l"",m- 
pire' ready  lo  emulate  tlie  Spaniard.s,  he 
yot  'held  to  his  course.  When  Marshal 
DavoTlt  'wamprt  him  from  <jermany  that- 
German  patriotism  was  rolling  AVer 
mountains  and  plains,  he  complained 
that  .such  talk  was  calculated  to  "make 
me  lime  my  time  and  to  sully  my  Imag- 
ination with  senseless  pictores."  ..\n- 
other  asked  him  wlvat  he  would  leave 
behind  to  defend  his  Empire  when  he 
plunged  into  Russia,  and  he  replied,  'My 
name,  my  renown." 

The  great  distance  involved  in  a  Rus- 
sian campaign  was  ui'ped  against  th<; 
undertaking,  but  the  Emperor  an.^wered, 
"-\fter  all,  my  dear  sir,  this  long  road 
is  the  road  to  India."  He  was  still 
dreaming  of  tile  Orient  and  trying  to  get 
aronnd  Acre,  the  little  town  that 
.s-ioppcd  him  more  than  a  dnsen  years 
before.  "In  five  years,"  he  had  said  in 
1811.  "I  shall  he  the  master  of  the 
world." 

His  reasoning  often  was  darkly  mys- 
tlcdl  and  fatalistic.  He  spoke  in  ISll  ^t 
an  "impulsion"  which  was  driving 
Franco  and  Russia  Into  war  despite 
their  Interests,  despite  the  Czar,  despite 
himself.  Cardinal  Fesoh  Implored  him 
not  to  fly  in  llm  face  of  men.  the  ele- 
ments, religion,  earth  and  Heaven  or 
he  would  sink  under  the  combined 
weight  of  their  enmity.  One  of  his 
Ministers  shook  hl.i  head  and  slfhed, 
"The  ICmperor  Is  mad,  completely  mad. 
and  will  destroy  us  all.  This  will  all 
end   In   a   terrible  rrRwh'." 

Still  the  reasons  fvir  the  war  were  not 
by  any  means  wholly  occult.  Napoleon 
had  been  trying  for  nearly  a  decade  to 
contiuer  the  power  of  England  on  the 
sea  by  closing  against  her  trade  tha 
harbors  of  Europe.  If  one  remiilnad 
open  none  would  remain  closed.  If  Rua- 
Kla  were  permitted  to  break  the  bloclc 
arte,  no  other  Nation  could  be  aakM  t« 
maintain  It  and  it  would  be  only  a  m*^ 
ter  of  months  until  the  Czar  would  M 
able  to  form  a  new  coalition  ag«liiit 
France.
